Dear Sir — In compliance with the requirements of Sec- 
tion 15 of the Civil Service Act, we have the honor to submit 
our Ninth Annual Report. 

In the month of January, 1903, Julian W. Mack was 
appointed to succeed John W. Ela, deceased, and in May, 
1903, Joseph W. Errant was appointed to the Commission to 
succeed Mr. Mack who had been nominated for the bench. 

During the past year the Civil Service Commission has 
held 67 original entrance examinations and 19 promotion 
examinations. 

ORIGINAL BNTRANCB EXAMINATIONS. 

This Commission has made earnest study of the factors 
which should enter into an original entrance examination. It 
is with this examination that the individual enters into the 
service of the city and to determine just what should be 
required of a person making application for such examination 
is no easy task. There are the questions as to the strictly 
educational test and the technical duties of the position. What 
educational test shall be required for this or that position and 
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what weight in the total marks shall be given to such educa- 
tional tests? On the technical side, again, what questions 
shall be asked ? There must be the right balance in testing 
the theoretical and practical knowledge of the individual. 

All these questions have been studied bj the Commission, 
and it has been our constant endeavor to establish, so far as 
lies in our power, the proper relations between the test to be 
applied and the work of the position for which the examina- 
tion is held. In determining upon these items we have felt 
free at all times to call upon such expert service as we could 
reach, and it is gratifying to state here that such co-operation 
has been very helpful. 

PROMOTION BXAMINATIONS. 

Imbued with the idea that the true principles of civil 
service call for promotion examinations whenever they can be 
held under the law and under the rules of this Commission, it 
has been our endeavor in this field also to fit such promotional 
tests to the position to be filled. It is essential to the very 
existence of a true civil service system that those who enter 
into the service, and who wish to make the public service their 
life work, should feel that they have every opportunity 
presented to them to advance if their merit calls for such 
promotion. In line with this thought and with the conviction 
that an examination alone could not determine this matter, 
the Commission some two years ago introduced what is known 
as the '^Efficiency Records,** such records to be kept for each 
individual in the public service. The idea was that these 
efficiency records were to count as a considerable factor in 
promotion examinations. We regret to say that with few 
exceptions the departments have not co-operated with this 
Commission in properly keeping such efficiency records. We 
are compelled to say that much yet remains to be done in this 
direction. The necessity for keeping such records must, 
however, be apparent to all, and your order of a late date 
calling upon the departments to keep such records will help 
very much to accomplish the desired results. 

CHAX7GBS IN THB RULES. 

A study of the proceedingfs of the Commission will show 
that during the past year there were many changes in the 
rules, made for the purpose of obtaining the best possible 
results from a civil service system. 
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THB EMPLOYES OP THB CITY. 

It is gratifying^ to note here the word which comes from 
almost every bureau in the city service that the result of an 
established civil service system has been to greatly improve 
the esprit de corps of the force. It must never be forgotten 
that we are only a few years away from the old conditions of 
insecurity in position and of the feeling that political pull is 
necessary in order to keep a position. This insecurity of 
position naturally did not lead to the obtaining of the very 
best results in the public service, for when a person feels that 
he is likely to go out at almost any time, it is not a condition 
which is calculated to call out his very best efforts. Indeed, 
even now, when the idea of civil service is generally accepted 
in our city, there is an occasional outburst directed against 
the civil service idea which causes many to wonder whether, 
after all, tenure of office during good behavior has become 
firmly established. 

The public sometimes wonders at the fact that numerous 
city ordinances are violated. Let it not be forgotten that we 
are just emerging from a condition in which such violations 
were the ordinary course of events. Give the merit system 
the fullest chance and we shall gradually build up a force of 
city employes, high and low, who have come in without 
obligation to anyone and who will be trained to the idea and 
know no other idea than the exact and impartial enforcement 
of the laws and ordinances as they find them. 

THB INVBSTIGATION OP THB SANITARY BUREAU. 

In line with the foregoing and a remarkable object lesson 
in that respect, were the developments resulting from our 
investigation of the Sanitary Bureau. This was carried on 
under your orders, and it was our effort to make said investiga- 
tion complete and impartial. 

Our report to you embodied our conclusions as to said 
investigation, and our own feeling is that our labors in said 
investigation, our study of the factors involved and our con- 
clusions with regard to the same, constitute no insignificant 
part of our labors during the past year. 

OUR TRIAL WORK. 

About the middle of the year 1903 a great wave of activity 
swept through the various departments of the city government, 
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and as a result many charges were brought before the Commis- 
sion. The number of trial matters increased very much, and 
where formerly there had been only an occasional trial there 
now resulted a condition, month after month, which made the 
Commission almost a continuous trial body, necessitating 
frequent night sessions in addition to the day sessions held by 
this Commission. For a while this increase of labors in the 
direction of trials related only to the various City Hall depart- 
ments outside of the Police Department, but soon the wave of 
activity spread to the Police Department and for a number of 
months past the labors of tUe two Commissioners assigned to 
the Police Trial Board have been very heavy indeed. Formerly 
it was deemed sufficient to have the Police Trial Board sit for 
a few hours on Wednesday afternoon. During the past two 
or three months afternoon and evening sessions have been 
held and the Commissioners have given time to this special 
work equivalent to three or four afternoons a week. As a result 
of our labors, we are glad to say that our work in the trial 
line is right up to date. All of our trial work requires prompt 
attention and we cannot allow the cases on our calendar to 
accumulate. 

DISCHARGE. 

The decisions of the courts have declared that the finding 
of the Civil Service Commission or the finding of its auxiliary 
trial boards, when approved by the Commission, is final, un- 
less there is some question relating to the jurisdiction of said 
Commission or trial board. In view of this fact we have felt 
it necessary to give the person charged full opportunity for 
defense. We have been anxious to let him feel that he had 
had such a fair hearing as the law guarantees. It is not a 
small matter to take away from a man his position, especially 
when he may have held that position for many years and has 
reached a point in life when it is difficult for him to adjust 
himself to new conditions. Our sympathies have often been 
deeply stirred. We have endeavored to temper justice with 
mercy, but high above all, the good of the public service has 
been our guiding rule. Stopping this side of discharge many 
minor derelictions have been punished by suspensions for 
different periods. 

TH£ FIRE TRIAL BOARD. 

This Board during the past year has been made up, as 
heretofore, of the Fire Marshals and the Secretary of this 
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Commission. The questions coming before this Trial Board 
relate almost exclusively to questions of internal discipline. 
It will at once be seen that this is very natural, as the mem- 
bers of the Fire Department are not brought into close con- 
tact with the general public. 

THB POLICB TRIAL BOARD. 

The Police Trial Board during the past year has been 
made up of two of the Civil Service Commissioners and one 
Police Inspector. On the death of Inspector John D. Shea, 
Inspector John Wheeler was appointed to the vacancy. 
Inspector Wheeler resigned and his place has not yet been 
filled. 

Reference has already been made to the great increase in 
the labors of the Police Trial Board for some time past. A 
great variety of cases come before this Trial Board. There 
are cases relating to the discipline of the members of the force 
and there are numerous cases arising out of the contact be- 
tween police officers and citizens. Charges brought by 
superior officers or by citizens — all must be carefully inves- 
tigated. 

It has been the custom for the Chief of Police to send to 
the Trial Board all charges that have been brought against 
members of the Police Department. We are, however,' 
strongly of the opinion that it would* be well for the Depart- 
ment itself to act in minor offenses. The Civil Service Law 
gives the head of the department the absolute right to suspend 
for any period not to exceed 30 days. It seems to us that it 
would add to the authority and dignity of the superior officers 
of the Police Department if the force knew that this power 
could and would be exercised by their superior officers. 

ADDITIONAL AID RBQUIRBD. 

In many of the charges brought before us, especially 
where these have been brought on complaint of citizenst fault 
has been found either that all the witnesses have not appeared, 
or that witnesses have been kept away. We therefore feel 
that it is desirable in order to strengthen the general con- 
fidence in the work of our Commission and Trial Boards that 
we be given such an additional appropriation as may be 
necessary to furnish us with the assistance required to fully 
investigate all matters brought before us. 
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We have asked of the City Council that we be allowed 
$5,000 additional appropriation for the year 1904, With this 
Appropriation we shall engage an attorney, two investigators 
and one stenographer. With this force we can add very much 
to the efficiency of our work, and we earnestly hope that this 
appropriation may be granted us. 

CO-OPKRATION OF DEPARTMENTS. 

There is now practically no friction in the administration 
of the Civil. Service Law. We are happily in touch with the 
heads of all city departments. They are evidently taking as 
much pride in the proper enforcement of its measures as the 
Commission. We take this opportunity to thank them, through 
you, for the kindly assistance they have rendered us in obtain- 
ing this pleasing restdt.

Among the most important promotion examinations were 
the Chiefs of Battalions, Fire Department, Assistant Chief 
Sanitary Inspectors, General Corporation Inspectors and six 
examinations for School Engineers. 

Among* the most important examinations for original 
entrance into the service were Superintendent of the Labora- 
tory and Bacteriologist; Assistant Deputy Commissioner of 
Buildings; Truant Officers, Board of Education; four examin- 
ations for positions in the Boiler Inspection Department and 
Drivers, Fire Department. 

There were fifteen more examinations held this year than 
last year. 

The Boiler Inspection Department having come under 
the jurisdiction of Civil Service during the year, four examin- 
ations were held to fill various positions in that depart- 
ment. There yet remain the positions of ' Supervising 
Mechanical Engineer and Chief Deputy Boiler Inspector, 10th 
grade, for which an examination has now been ordered. 
This examination was not held before owing to the fact that 
no appropriation was made to fill it, and the position was 
temporarily filled by a transfer.

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APPENDIX A. 



CIVIL SERVICE ACT. 



AN ACT TO REGULATE THE CIVIL SERVICE OF 
CITIES, APPROVED MARCH 20, 1895. 

Section i. Be it- enacted by the People of the State of 
Illinois, represented in the General Assembly: Coxnmissioiitn 
Appointed — Oath. The Mayor of each city in this state which 
shall adopt this act as hereinafter provided, shall, not less than 
forty nor more than ninety days after the taking effect of this 
act in such city, appoint three persons, who shall constitute 
and be known as the Civil Service Commissioners of such city, 
one for three years, one for two years, and one for one year from 
the time of appointment and until their respective successors 
are appointed and qualified; and in every year thereafter the 
Mayor shall, in like manner, appoint one person as the suc- 
cessor of the Commissioner whose term shall expire in that 
year to serve as such Commissioner for three years and until 
his successor is appointed and qualified. Two Commissioners 
shall constitute a quorum. All appointments to said Commis- 
sion, both original and to fill vacancies, shall be so made that 
not more than two members shall, at the time of appointment, 
be members of the same political party. Said Commissioners 
shall hold no other lucrative office or employment under the 
United States, the State of Illinois, or any municipal corpora- 
tion or political division thereof. Each Commissioner, before 
entering upon the duties of his office, shall take the oath pre- 
scribed by the Constitution of this State. 

Sec. 2. Bemoval of Commissioners — Vacancy. The Mayor 
may, in his discretion, remove any Commissioner for incompe- 
tence, neglect of duty, or malfeasance in office. The Mayor 
shall within ten days report in writing any such removal to the 
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City Council, with his reasons therefor. Any vacancy in the 
office of Commissioner shall be filled by appointment by the 
Mayor. 

Sec. 3. Classifloation. Said Commissioners shall classify 
all the offices and places of emplo3mient in such city, with 
reference to the examinations hereinafter provided for, except 
those offices and places mentiotied in section eleven of this act. 
The offices and places so classified by the Commission shall 
constitute the classified Civil Service of such city; and no 
appointments to any of such offices or places shall be made 
except under and according to the rules hereinafter mentioned. 

Sec. 4. Bnles. Said Commission shall make rules to carry 
out the purposes of this act, and for examinations, appoint- 
ments and removals in accordance with its provisions, and the 
Commission may, from time to time, make changes in the 
original rules. 

Sec. 5. Publication of Bules. Time of Taking Effect. All 
rules made as hereinbefore provided, and all changes therein, 
shall forthwith be printed for distribution by said Commission; 
and the Commission shall give notice of the place or places 
where said rules may be obtained by publication in one or more 
daily newspapers, published in such city,* and in each such 
publication shall be specified the date, not less than ten days 
subsequent to the date of such publication when said rules shall 
go into operation. 

Sec. 6. Examinations. All applicants for offices or places 
in said classified service, except those mentioned in section 
eleven, shall be subjected to examination, which shall be pub- 
lic, competitive and free to all citizens of the United States, 
with specified limitations as to residence, age, health, habits and 
moral character. Such examinations shall be practical in their 
character, and shall relate to those matters which will fairly 
test the relative capacity of the persons examined to discharge 
the duties of the positions to which they seek to be appointed, 
and shall include tests of physical qualifications and health, and 
when appropriate, of manual skill. No questions in any exam- 
ination shall relate to political or religious opinions or affilia- 
tions. The Commission shall control all examinations, and

may, whenever an examination is to take place, designate a 
suitable number of persons, either in or not in the official service 
of the city, to be examiners, and it shall be the duty of such 
examiners, and, if in the official service, it shall be a part of their 
official duty, without extra compensation, to conduct such ex- 
amination as the Commission may direct, and to make return 
or report thereof to said Commission, and the Commission may 
at any time substitute any other person, whether or not in such 
service, in the place of any one so selected ; and the Commission 
may themselves at any time act as such examiners, and without 
appointing examiners. The examiners at any. examination shall 
not all be members of the same political party. 

Sec. 7. Notioe of Examinations. Notice of the time and 
place and general scope of every examination shall be given by 
the Commission by publication for two weeks preceding such 
examination in a daily newspaper of general circulation pub- 
lished in such city, and such notice shall also be posted by said 
Commission in a conspicuous place in their office for two weeks 
before such examination. Such further notice of examination 
may be given as the Commission shall prescribe. 

Sec. 8. Begisten. From the returns or reports of the 
examiners, or from the examinations made by the Commission, 
the Commission shall prepare a register for each grade or class 
of positions in the classified service of such city of the persons 
whose general average standing upon examination for such 
grade or class is not less than the minimum fixed by the rules 
of such Commission, and who are otherwise eligible; and such 
persons shall take rank upon the register as candidates in the 
order of their relative excellence as determined by examination, 
without reference to priority of time of examination. 

Sec. 9. Promotions. The Commission shall, by its rules, 
provide for promotions in such classified service, on the basis 
of ascertained merit and seniority in service and examination, 
and shall provide, in all cases where it is practicable, that vacan- 
cies shall be filled by promotion. All examinations for promo- 
tion shall be competitive among such members of the next 
lower rank as desire to submit themselves to such examination; 
and it shall be the duty of the Commission to submit to the ap- 
pointing power the names of not more than three applicants 
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for each promotion having the highest rating. The method of 
examination, and the rules governing the same and the method 
of certifying, shall be the same as provided for applicants for 
original appointment. 



Sec. 10. Appointments to Classifled Servioe.. The head of 
the department or office in which a position classified under this 
act is to be filled shall notify said Commission of that fact, and 
said Commission shall certify to the appointing officer the name 
and address of the candidate standing highest upon the register 
for the class or grade to which said position belongs, except 
that, in cases of laborers where a choice by competition is im- 
practicable, said Commission may provide by its rules that the 
selections shall be made by lot from among those candidates 
proved fit by examination. In making such certification sex 
shall be disregarded, except when some statute, the rules of 
said Commission, or the appointing power specifies sex. The 
appointing officer shall notify said Commission of each position 
to be filled separately, and shall fill such place by the appoint- 
ment of the person certified to him by said Commission therefor^ 
which appointment shall be on a probation for a period to be 
fixed by said rules. Said Commission may strike off names of 
candidates from the register after they have remained thereon 
more than two years. At or before the expiration of the period 
of probation the head of the department or office in which a 
candidate is employed may, by and with the consent of said 
Commission, discharge him upon assigning in writing his reason 
therefor to said Commission. If he is not then discharged his 
appointment shall be deemed complete. To prevent the stop- 
page of public business, or to meet extraordinary exigencies, 
the head of any department or office may, with the approval of 
the Commission, make temporary appointment to remain in 
force not exceeding sixty days, and only until regular appoint- 
ments under the provisions of this act can be made. 

Sec. io>^. Soldiers Who Are Eligible to Have Their Names 
Placed at the Head of the List. Persons who were engaged in 
the military or naval service of the United States during the 
years 1861, 1862, 1863, 1864 or 1865, and who were honorably 
discharged therefrom, shall be preferred for appointments to 
civil offices, provided they are found to possess the business 
capacity necessary for the proper discharge of the duties of such 
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offices and it shall be the duty of the Examiner or Commissioner 
certifying the list of eligibles who have taken the examinations, 
provided for in this act, to place the name or names of such per- 
sons at the head of the list of eligibles certified for appointment. 

Sec. II. Offieen Excepted from Classified Service. Officers 
who are elected by the people, or who are elected by the City 
Council pursuant to the City Charter, or whose appointment is 
subject to confirmation by the City Council, Judges and Qerks 
of Election, members of any Board of Education, the Superin- 
tendent and Teachers of schools, heads of any principal depart- 
ment of the city, members of the law department, and one 
Private Secretary of the Mayor, shall not be included in such 
classified service. 

Sec. 12. Bemovals. No officer or employe in the classified 
Civil Service of any city who shall have been appointed under 
said rules and after said examination, shall be removed or dis- 
charged except for cause, upon written charges and after an 
opportunity to be heard in his own defense. Such charges shall 
be investigated by or before said Civil Service Commission, or 
by or before some officer or board appointed by said Commis- 
sion, to conduct such investigation. The finding and decision 
of such Commission or investigating officer or board, when ap- 
proved by said Commission, shall be certified to the appointing 
officer, and shall be forthwith enforced by such officer. Nothing 
in this act shall limit the power of any officer to suspend a sub- 
ordinate for a reasonable period, not exceeding thirty days. In 
the course of an investigation of charges each member of the 
Commission, and of any board so appointed by it, and any of- 
ficer so appointed shall have the power to administer oaths and 
shall have power to secure by its subpoena both the attend- 
ance and testimony of witnesses, and the production of books 
and papers relevant to such investigation. Nothing in this sec- 
tion shall be construed to require such charges or investigation 
in cases of laborers or persons having the custody of public 
money, for the safe keeping of which another person has given 
bonds. 

Sec. 13. Reports to Commission. Immediate notice in writ- 
ing shall be given by the appointing power, to said Commis- 
sion, and all appointments, permanent or temporary, made in

such classified civil service, and all transfers, promotions, resig- 
nations, or vacancies from any cause in such service, and of the 
date thereof; and a record of the same shall be kept by said 
Commission. When any office or place of employment is cre- 
ated or abolished, or the compensation attached thereto altered, 
the officer or board making such change shall immediately re- 
port it in writing to said Commission. 

Sec. 14. Investigationg. The Commission shall investigate 
the enforcement of this act and of its rules, and the action of 
the examiners herein provided for, and the conduct and action 
of the appointees in the classified service in its city, and may 
inquire as to the nature, tenure and compensation of all offices 
and places in the public service thereof. In the course of such 
investigations each Commissioner shall- have power to admin- 
ister oaths, and said Commission shall have power to secure 
by its subpoena both the attendance and testimony of witnesses 
and the production of books and papers relevant to such in- 
vestigation: 

Sec. 15. Beport of CommiBBlon. Said Commission shall, on 
or before the fifteenth day of January of each year, make to the 
Mayor for transmission to the City Council a report showing 
its own action, the rules in force, the practical effects thereof, 
and any suggestions it may approve for the more effectual ac* 
complishment of the purposes of this act. The Mayor may re- 
quire a report from said Commission at any other time. 

Sec. 16. CMef Examiner. Said Commission shall employ 
a Chief Examiner, whose duty it shall be, under the direction 
of the Commission, to superintend any examination held in such 
city under this act, and who shall perform such other duties 
as the Commission shall prescribe. The Chief Examiner shall 
be ex officio Secretary of said Commission, under the direction 
of such Commission; he, as such Secretary, shall keep the 
minutes of its proceedings, preserve all reports made to it, keep 
a record of all examinations held under its direction, and per- 
form such other duties as the Commission shall prescribe. 



Sec. 17. Offloert to Aid — Rooms. All officers of any city 
which shall have adopted this act shall aid said Commission in 
all proper ways in carr)ring out the provisions of this act, and 
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at any place where examinations are to be held shall allow rea* 
sonable use of public buildings for holding such examina- 
tions. The Mayor of such city shall cause suitable rooms to be 
provided for said Commission at the expense of such city. 

Sec. i8. Salaries and Expenses. In cities having a popula- 
tion of one hundred thousand inhabitants, or more, each of said 
Commissioners shall receive a salary of three thousand dollars 
a year; the Chief Examiner shall receive a salary of three thou- 
sand dollars a year. Any person not at the time in the official 
service of the city, serving as a member of the Board of Exam- 
iners or of a trial board, shall receive compensation for every 
day actually and necessarily spent in the discharge of his duty 
as an examiner or a member of the trial board, at the rate of 
five dollars per day, and said Commission may^ in such city, 
also incur expenses not exceeding five thousand dollars per 
year, for clerk hire, printing, stationery and other incidental 
matters. 

In cities having a population of fifty thousand inhabitants 
and less than one hundred thousand, such Commissioners shall 
receive an annual salary of one thousand five hundred dollars 
each; the Chief Elxaminer shall receive an annual salary of one 
thousand five hundred dollars. Any person not at the time in 
the official service of the city, serving as a member of the board 
of examiners, or of a trial board, shall receive compensation for 
every day actually and necessarily spent in the discharge of his 
duty as an examiner or member of the trial board, at the rate 
of three dollars per day, and said Commission may, in such 
city, also incur expenses not exceeding three thousand dollars 
a year, for Qerk hire, printing, stationery, and other incidental* 
matters. 

In cities having a population of twenty-five thousand and 
less than fifty thousand inhabitants, such Commissioners shall 
receive an annual salary of one thousand dollars each, and 
the Chief Examiner shall receive an annual salary of one thou- 
sand dollars. 

In cities having a population of less than twenty-five thou- 
sand inhabitants, such Commissioners shall receive an annual 
salary to be fixed by the City Council of such cities not to ex- 
ceed five hundred dollars each; the Chief Examiner shall receive 
an annual salary to be fixed by the City Council of such cities 
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not to exceed five hundred dollars. In cities having a popula- 
tion of less th^a fifty thousand inhabitants any person^ not. at 
Jhe timejn gflScial^s^^ce pf the, ^ijty, scrying a^ a member of 
the board of examiners, or of a trial board, shall receive com- 
pensation for every day actually and necessarily spent in the 
discharge of his duty as an examiner or member of the trial 
board, at the rate of two dollars per day, and said Commission 
may, in such city, also incur expenses not exceeding two 
thousand dollars per year, for clerk hire, printing, stationery 
and other incidental matters. 

Sec. 19. Appropriations. A sufficient sum of money shall 
be appropriated each year by each city which shall adopt this 
act, to carry out the provisions of this act in such city. In 
such cities as shall have already made the annual appropriation 
for municipal purposes for the current fiscal year, the Mayor is 
authorized and required to pay the salaries and expenses as 
herein provided for such fiscal year out of the moneys appro* 
priated for contingent purposes by such municipality, or out 
of any moneys not otherwise appropriated. 

Sec. 20. Frands Prohibited. No person or officer shall 
willfully or corruptly by himself or in co-operation with one 
or more other persons, defeat, deceive or obstruct any person 
in respect to his or her right of examination, or corruptly or 
falsely mark, grade, estimate or report upon the examination 
or proper standing of any person examined hereunder or aid 
in so doing, or willfully or corruptly make any false repre- 
sentation concerning the same, or concerning the person ex- 
amined, or wilffully or corruptly furnish to atiy person any spe- 
cial or secret information' for the purpose of either improv- 
ing or injuring the prospects oF chances of any person so 
examined or to be examined, being appointed, employed or 
promoted. 

Sec. 21. No Officer to Solicit or Beceive Political Con- 
tribntions. No officer or employe of such city shall solicit, 
orally or by letter, or receive or pay, or be in any manner 
concerned in soliciting, receiving or paying, any assessment, 
subscription or contribution for any party or political purpose 
whatever. 

Sec. 22. No Person to Solicit Political Contribntions from 
Officers or Employes. No person shall solicit, orally or by letter. 
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or be in any manner concerned in soliciting any assessment, 
contribution or payment, for any party or any political pur- 
pose whatever, from any oificer or employe in any department 
of the city government of any city which shall adopt this act. 

Sec. 23. AMewments and Contribntions in Public Officea 
Forbidden. No person shall in any room or building occupied 
for the discharge of official duties by any officer or employe in 
any city, which shalt adopt this act, solicit, orally or by written 
communication, delivered therein, or in any other manner, or 
receive any contribution of n)oney ox other thitig of value, foi; 
any I party or . political purpose whatever. No officii:, ageftt, 
clerk or employe under the government of such city> who may 
have charge or control of any building, office or room, occupied 
for any purpose of said government, shall permit any -person to 
enter the same for the purpose of therein soliciting or delivering 
written solicitations for receiving or giving notice of any po- 
litical assessments. 

Sec. 24. Payments of Politioal AsieBsnientB to Public 
(MBcers Prohibited. No officer or employe in the service of such 
city shall, directly or indirectly, give or hand over to any officer 
or employe in said service, or to any Senator or Representative 
or Alderman, Councilman or Commissioner, any money or other 
valuable thing, on account of or to be applied to the promo- 
tion of any party or political object whatever. 

Sec. 25. Abuse of Official Influence Prohibited. No officer 
or employe of such city shall discharge or degrade or promote, 
or in any manner change the official rank or compensation of 
any other officer or employe, or promise or threaten to do so 
for giving or withholding or neglecting to make any contribu- 
tion of money or other valuable thing for any party or political 
purpose, or for refusal or neglect to render any party or polit- 
ical service. 

Sec. 26. Payment for Places Prohibited. No applicant for 
appointment in said classified civil service, either directly or 
indirectly, shall pay, or promise to pay any money or other 
valuable thing to any person whatever for or on account of his 
appointment, or proposed appointment, and no officer or em- 
ploye shall pay or promise to pay, either directly or indirectly, 
any person any money or other valuable thing whatever for or 
on account of his promotion. 
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Sec. 2,7. Beoommendations in Consideration of Political 
Sendee Froliibited. No applicant for appointment or promo- 
tion in said classified civil service shall ask for or receive a 
recommendation or assistance from any officer or employe in 
said service, or of any person upon the consideration of any 
political service to be rendered to or for such person or for the 
promotion of such person to any office or appointment. 

Sec. 28. Abnse of Political Infinence Prohibited. No per- 
son while holding any office in the government of such city, or 
in nomination for, or while seeking a nomination for, or ap- 
pointment to any such office, shall corruptly use or promise to 
use, either directly or indirectly, any official authority or in- 
fluence (whether then possessed or merely anticipated) in the 
way of conferring upon any person, or in order to secure or aid 
any person in securing any office or public employment, or any 
nomination, confirmation, promotion or increase of salary 
upon the consideration or condition that the vote or political 
influence or action of the last named person or any other shall 
be given or used in behalf of any candidate, officer or party, or 
upon any other corrupt condition or consideration. 

Sec. 29. Auditing Offlcer. No accounting or auditing 
officer shall allow the claim of any public officer for services 
of any deputy or other person employed in the public service 
in violation of the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 30. Appointments and Bemotals to be Certified to the 
Comptroller. The Commission shall certify to the Comptroller 
or other auditing officers, all appointments to offices and places 
in the classified civil service, and all vacancies occurring there- 
in, whether by dismissal or resignation or death, and all find 
ings made or approved by the Commission under the provision 
of section twelve of this act, that a person shall be discharged 
from the classified civil service. 

Sec. 31. Comptroller to Pay Salaries Only After Certifica- 
tion. No Comptroller or other auditing officer of a city which 
has adopted this act shall approve the payment of, or be in any 
manner concerned in paying any salary or wages to any per- 
son for services as an officer or employe of such city, unless 
such person is occupying an office or place of employment ac- 
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cording to the provisions of law and is entitled to payment 
therefor. 

Sec. 32. Paymaiten, etc., to Fay Salaries Only After 
Certifloatioxi. No paymaster, treasurer, or other officer or 
agent of a city which has adopted this act shall willfully pay, 
or be in any manner concerned in pa3ring any person any salary 
or wages for services as an officer or employe of such city, un- 
less such person is occupying an office or place of employment 
according to the provisions of law and is entitled to payment 
therefor. 

Sec. 33. Compelling Testimony of Witnesses. Production 
of Books and Papers. Any person who shall be served with a 
subpoena to appear and testify or to produce books and papers, 
issued by the Commission or by any Commissioner or by any 
board or person acting under the orders of the Commission in 
the course of an investigation conducted either under the pro- 
visions of Section 12 or Section 14 of this act, and who shall 
refuse or neglect to appear or to testify, or to produce books 
and papers relevant to said investigation, as commanded in 
such subpoena, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, on 
conviction, be punished as provided in Section 34 of this act. 
The fees of witnesses for attendance and travel shall be the 
same as the fees of witnesses before the Circuit Courts of this 
State, and shall be paid from the appropriation for the expenses 
of the Commission. Any Circuit Court of this State, or any 
Judge thereof, either in term time or vacation, upon applica- 
tion of any such Commissioner, or officer or board, may in his 
discretion compel the attendance of witnesses, the production 
of books and papers, and giving of testimony before the Com- 
mission, or before any such Commissioner, investigating board 
or officer, by attachment for contempt or otherwise in the same 
manner as the production of evidence may be compelled before 
said court. Every person who, having taken an oath or made 
affirmation before a Commissioner or officer appointed by the 
Commission, authorized to administer oaths, shall swear or af- 
firm willfully, corruptly and falsely shall be guilty of perjury, 
and upon conviction shall be punished accordingly. 

Sec. 34. Penalties. Any person who shall willfully, or 
through culpable negligence, violate any of the provisions of 
this act, or any rule promulgated in accordance with the pro- 
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visions thereof, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, on 
conviction thereof, be punished by a line of not less than fifty 
dollars and not exceeding one thousand dollars, or by im- 
prisonment in the county jail for a term not exceeding six 
months, or both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion 
of the court. 

; Sec. 35. Penalties — Disqualifioation to Hold Offioe. If any 
person shall be convicted under the next preceding section, any 
public office or place of public employment which such person 
may hold shall, by force of such conviction, be rendered vacant, 
and such person shall be incapable of holding any office or 
placed bf public employment for the period of five years from 
the date of such conviction.

Sec. 36. What Offleen to Prosecnte. Prosecutions for vio- 
ilations of this act may be instituted either by the Attorney Gen- 
eral. State's Attorney for the county in which the offense is 
alleged to have been committed, or by the Commission, acting 
through special counsel. Such suits shall be conducted and 
controlled by the prosecuting officers who institute them, un- 
less they request the aid of other prosecuting officers. 

Sec. 37. Bepeal. All laws or parts of laws which are in- 
consistent with this act, or any of the provisions thereof, are 
hereby repealed.

Sec. 38. Adoption. The electors of any city now existing 
or hereafter existing in this State, may adopt and become en- 
titled to the benefits of this act in the following manner : When- 
ever one thousand of the legal voters of such city, voting at 
the last preceding election, shall petition the Judge of the 
County Court of the county, in which such city is located, to 
submit to a vote of the electors of such city the proposition as 
to whether such city and the electors thereof shall adopt and 
become entitled to the benefits of this act, it shall be the duty 
of such County Court to submit such proposition accordingly 
at the next succeeding general state, county or city election, 
and if such proposition is not adopted at such election the same 
shall in a like manner be submitted to a vote of the electors 
of such city by such County Court upon like application at any 
general state, county or city election, thereafter, and an order 
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shall be entered of record in such County Court submitting^ such 
proposition as aforesaid. 

If one thousand shall exceed one-eighth of the legal voters 
of any such city voting at the last pre(5eding election, then 
such petition or application need not be signed or made by 
more than one-eighth of the legal voters of such city voting at 
the last preceding election. 

Sec. 39. Notice of Election. The Judge of such County 
Court shall give at least ten days' notice of the election at which 
such proposition is to be submitted by publishing such notice 
in one or m6re newspapers published within such city for at 
least five times, the first publication to be at least ten days t^efore 
the day of the election; and if no newspaper is published in such 
city, then by posting at least five copies of such notice in each 
ward at least ten days before such election. Such election shall 
be held under the election law in force in such city, except as 
herein otherwise provided. The proposition so to be voted for 
shall appear in plain, prominent type at head of every ticket 
and preceding the names of persons to be voted upon for any 
office at such election. If a majority of the votes cast upon such 
proposition shall be for such proposition this act shall thereby 
be adopted by such city, and the Mayor shall thereupon issue 
a proclamation declaring this act in force in such city. 

Sec. 40. Emergency. Whereas, an emergency exists for 
the immediate taking effect of this act, therefore it shall be in 
force from and after its passage.

CLASSIFICATION. 



Section i. ClaBsified Service. Under and pursuant to Sec- 

• tion 3 of the Civil Service Act, the Civil Service Commissioners 

of the City of Chicago do hereby classify all the offices and 

places of emplo3rment in said city except as specified in such Act 

as follows: 

For detail of classification see Folio 41 to 68 of fourth 
annual report. 

And all other positions and places of employment in the 
City of Chicago not specially exempted by Section 11 of the 
Civil Service Act, and all the above offices or occupations, 
whether under a different title or under a different rate of com- 
pensation. 

Sec. 2. Classes of Service . The offices and places of em- 
ployment are divided into three classes, viz: 

Class A — Official Service. 
Class B — Skilled Labor Service. 
Class C — Labor Service. 

For classification of Board of Education see Minutes Feb- 
ruary 10, 1899.

Rule II. 

DIVISIONS AND GRADES. 

Section i. Offioial Service. The Official Service shall be 
divided into divisions as follows : 

DIVISIONS. 

Division A: Medical Service. — ^AU positions/ the duties 
of which require knowledge of the profession of medicine, or of 
some branch thereof. 

Division B : Civil Engineering. — ^All positions, the duties 
of which require knowledge of the profession of civil engineer- 
ing, or of some branch thereof. 

Division C: Clerical Service. — ^All positions of clerks 
and other persons of whatever designation, rendering service as 
•copyists, recorders, bookkeepers, stenographers, pages, mes- 
sengers or any clerical, recording or similar service, whether 
paid by time for work done, or by the piece, or in any other way. 

Division D: Police Service. — ^All positions in the uni- 
formed force of the Police Department. 

Division E: Electrical Service. — All positions, the du- 
ties of which require special knowledge of electricity, in some 
form of its application. 

Division F : Fire Service. — All positions in the uniformed 
force of the Fire Department. 

Division G : Library Service. — All positions connected with 
the administration of public libraries. 

Division H : Bridge Service. — AH positicms connected with 
the care and operation of bridges. 

Division I : Inspection Service. — All positions, the duties 
of which relate to inspection, whether of work done, materia! 
furnished, or other matters. 

Division J : Elevator Service. — All positions connected 
with the operation of elevators. 

Division K: Miscellaneous Service. — All the offices and 
places of employment in the Official Service, whatever the char- 
acter and designation of the same may be, which are not included 
in any of the foregoing divisions of the Official Service. 
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Sec. 2. Skilled Labor. All places of employment in the 
City of Chicago which require mechanical or manual training 
(except mechanical engineers) shall be in the skilled labor service. 

Sec. 3. Labor Service. The Labor Service shall be divided 
into districts to correspond with the Wards in the City 
and a separate eligible register shall be kept of laborers residing 
in each of said districts and for each of the following groups, 
to-wit : 

Group i. Bureau of Engineering. 

Group 2. Bureau of Water. 

Group 3. Bureau of Streets. 

Group 4. Bureau of Sewers. 

Group 5. All Laborers Not Otherwise Grouped. 

Sec. 4. Grades. The grades shall be uniform in all classes 
and divisions and based upon compensation, as follows : 

1st Grade, less than $800.00 per annum. 

2d Grade, $800.00 or more, and less than $1,000.00 per 
annum. 

3d Grade, $1,000.00 or more, and less than $1,200.00 per 
annum. * 

4th Grade, $1,200.00 or more, and less than $1,400.00 per 
annum. 

5th Grade, $1400.00 or more, and less than $1,600.00 per 
annum. 

6th Grade, $1,600.00 or more, and less than $1,800.00 per 
annum. 

7th Grade, $1,800.00 or more, and less than $2,100.00 per 
annum. 

8th Grade, $2,100.00 or more, and less than $2,500.00 per 
annum. 

9th Grade, $2,500.00 or more, and less than $3,000.00 per 
annum. 

loth Grade, $3,000.00 or more per annum. 

Sec. 5. dumge of Compensatioii. Increasing the compen- 
sation of any position in the Qassified Service, whereby the 
grade of such position as established by the classification is 
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changed^ whether done by ordinance or otherwise, shall not 
affect the tenure of the incumbent of such office or place of 
employment^ unless in the opinion of the Commission such 
change shall involve a change in duties requiring a different 
examination. 

Rule III. 

Al^PLICATIONS. 

Section i. Citizenddp and Beridenoe. No person shall be 
admitted to examination for any portion in the Qassified 
Service who is not a citizen of the United States, and who has 
not been an actual resident of the City of Chicago for at least 
one year next preceding the date of examination. 

Sec. 2. Age. Except as provided for the Police and Fire 
Departments no person will be admitted to examination for a posi- 
tion in the Classified Service who is less than twenty years of ag^ 
at the date of the examination, except that applicants for positions 
of pages, messengers, and applicants for minor positions, such as 
errand boys, water carriers, etc., must not be less than sixteen 
years of age. 

Sec. 3. Waiver of Local Besidenoe in Special Examinations* 
In special examinations for any place requiring technical, pro- 
fessional, or scientific knowledge, or manual skill of a high 
order, the Commission may waive the requirement of residence 
in the City of Chicago, fixed in section one of this rule. 

Sec. 4. Application, How Made. Application for admission 
to examination shall be made on blanks in such form and man- 
ner and supported by such certificates of persons acquainted 
with the applicant, as the Commission may prescribe. These 
blanks will be furnished to applicants for examination. 

In the Mechanical Engineering and Skilled Labor Service 
the applicants will be required to produce a certificate from some 
competent person or persons in the same trade or occupation, of 
the applicant's ability to do the special kind of work in which he 
desires to be employed, and in the case of mechanics that they 
have served not less than four years at their respective trades. 
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Sec. 5. Charaoter and Fitness of Applicants. Every appli- 
cant must be of good moral character, of temperate habits, of 
sound health, and must be physically able to perform the duties 
of the position applied for. 

Proof at any time produced to the Commission of the bad 
character or dissolute habits of an applicant or eligible, of any 
criminal or disgraceful act committed by him, or of dismissal 
for good cause from the public service, shall be deemed suffi- 
cient cause to exclude said applicant from examination, or for 
removal from a register of elig^bles after examination. 

Sec. 6. Effect of False Statements. A false statement 
knowingly made by any person in an application for examina- 
tion, connivance at any false statement made in any certificate 
which may accompany such application, or complicity in any 
fraud touching the same, shall be regarded as good cause for 
exclusion from the register of eligibles, or for removal or dis- 
charge during probation, or thereafter; but no person shall be 
removed from a register of eligibles, or from the service, under 
this section, until an opportunity has been given him to be 
heard by the Commission. A record shall be kept of the finding 
of the Commission, showing the vote thereon, and the reason 
therefor. 

Sec. 7. Defective Applications. A defective application 
will be returned to the applicant and opportunity given for 
amendment; but whenever the application shows that the ap- 
plicant is not qualified for examination under these rules the ap- 
plication will be placed on file. 

Sec. 8. Applications Not to Be Betnmed. Applications and 
accompanying certificates not returned for correction will re- 
main on file in the office of the Commission, and under no cir- 
cumstances be returned to applicants. 

Sec. 9. limited Numbers to Be Examined. The Commis- 
sion may limit the number of applications to be received for 
any office or position according to the needs of the service; but 
in all cases applicants shall be admitted to examination in the 
order in which their applications in due form have been filed. 
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Rule IV. 

EXAMINATION. 

Section i. Subjects of Examination. The subjects of ex- 
amination shall be designated by the Commission, and shall be 
such as the needs of the service require and such as tend to prove 
the qualifications of the applicant for the office or position 
sought, and may include special tests of fitness for any particular 
place requiring technical, professional or scientific knowledge, or 
manual skill. 

Sec. 2. How Graded. Proficiency in any subject shall be 
credited in grading the standing of the person examined, in pro- 
portion to his knowledge of such subject in the branch or part 
of the service which the applicant seeks to enter, and of physical 
qualifications and health. The relative weight of each subject 
shall be fixed by the Commission. 

Sec 3. Averages. The name of no person shall be entered 
on a register of eligibles whose standing, upon a just grading in 
the examinations, shall average less than seventy per centum of 
complete proficiency in the subjects of the examination, taken as 
a whole, or whose standing shall be less than such minimum 
mark as may be fixed by the Commission for any part thereof, 
except that in case of laborers. Class C, they shall be entered on 
the eligible register without regard to averages. 

Sec. 4. Physioal Examination. The Commission shstU se- 
lect physicians in the service of the City, or shall appoint other 
physicians or competent experts for the purpose of determin- 
ing the physical qualifications and health of all applicants for 
the Police and Fire Departments. The results of such examina- 
tions shall be certified on blanks furnished by the Commission. 
But in regard to the balance of the Classified Service, the judg- 
ment of the examiners shall be sufficient. 

Sec 5. Method of Examination and Harking. All questions 
used in any examination shall be first approved by the Commis- 
sion. All examinations shall be conducted under the supervi- 
sion of the Commission. The same series of examination papers 
shall not be used the second time. 
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For examination in Class B and C the Commission shall 
determine whether the examination shall be written or oral or 
both. 

The Commission will decide as occasion may require in 
which class and division any particular office or place of employ- 
ment shall belong. 

Sec. 6. Fraud in Examination. Any person who shall at 

any examination or in any application or document signed or fur- 
nished by him in connection with any examination, by himself or 
in co-operation with one or more persons, make any false repre- 
sentation regarding himself or any of the applicants or by imper- 
sonating anybody else or by allowing anybody else to impersonate 
him, or who uses or aids somebody else in using any informa- 
tion surreptitiously obtained or who uses or aids somebody else in 
using any memoranda, printed or written, whereby an advantage 
is obtained over other competitors at such examination, shall, upon 
conviction before the Commission, after having had a chance to 
be heard in his own defense, be excluded from the examination 
and his name stricken from any eligible list upon which it may 
appear and he shall not be permitted to take part in any examina- 
tion for the period of one year.

The Commission or Examining Board may, in any exami- 
nation, add other subjects to those hereinbefore designated, and 
shall fix the weights and values of the same. 

Sec. 9. Examination of Laborers. Upon filing an applica- 
tion duly filled out and signed by the applicant with his name or 
mark, together with the required certificates of his habits as to 
industry and sobriety duly filled out and executed, the Commis- 
sion will number the application in the order of its receipt. 

Before making an eligible register due notice, as required, 
under Section 7, of the Civil Service Act, will be given of such 
intention on the part of the Commission in order that full oppor- 
tunity may be given to those who desire to file applications. At 
the legal expiration of such notice all applicants will be notified 
to report in person to undergo a physical examination, and all 
candidates who successfully pass such physical examination (un- 
less otherwise disqualified) shall be placed on an eligible register. 
The position of Laborers on the eligible register shall be deter- 
mined by lot. The Secretary shall appoint two of the examiners 
in the office of the Commission, whose duty it shall be to place 
all applications for each group or district for which an eligible 
register is to be made in a proper box or wheel, from which one 
application at a time shall be impartially drawn and numbered, 
until all the applications are so drawn, and the names shall be 
entered on the eligible register in the order in which they are so 
drawn. 

Sec. 10. Grouping of Orades. Any two or more of the 
grades herein established in any division may be grouped to- 
gether and treated as one grade for the purpose of facilitating 
examinations for original entrance to the service or for promo- 
tion therein. Such action shall be taken only by a vote in the 
affirmative of all three Commissioners, and a record thereof 
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shall be made in the minutes of the proceedings of the Commis- 
sion. Action so taken shall remain in force until rescinded or 
amended at some subsequent meeting of the Commission by 
vote of all three Commissioners, and record of the same shall be 
made in the proceedings of the Commission. 



Rule V. 

REQUISITION AND CERTIFICATION. 

Section i. Filling of Vacancies. Whenever a vacancy is 
to be filled in the Classified Service, the appointing officer shall 
make a requisition upon a form presc^ibed by the Commission 
for the certification to him of the name of an eligible. The Com- 
mission shall, unless the place is to be filled by promotion or 
reinstatement, certify to him the name of the person who stands 
highest on the appropriate register of eligibles, and such person 
shall be appointed. The certification shall be from that list of eli- 
gibles which, by reason of the examination held, shall, in the judg- 
ment of the Commission, nearest conform to the requirements of 
the position to be filled. 

Sec. 2. Sex. In case the requisition or any statute or or- 
dinance shall specify sex, those of the sex specified shall be cer- 
tified; otherwise, sex shall be disregarded in certification. 

Sec. 3. Waiver of Certification. An eligible may, when his 
name is reached for appointment, waive certification or decline 
an appointment tendered, upon giving reasons satisfactory to 
the Commission, without losing his position upon the register. 
If reasons assigned are not satisfactory to the Commission, or 
the eligible refuses to accept an appointment tendered, then his 
name shall be removed from the eligible register ; provided, how- 
ever, when an eligible is tendered reinstatement he shall not be 
allowed to waive said reinstatement and his name shall be stricken 
from the list if he is employed for one year in a position resulting 
from a different examination. 

No eligible who has been certified to a position for which 
he has taken an examination shall be permitted to waive the 
same more than twice. 
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All waivers must be filed with the Commission within five 
days from the date of certification. In the absence of such 
waiver the eligible shall be removed from the register and the 
next man certified in his place. If, within thirty days from the 
date of the certification, the eligible so removed furnishes to 
this Commission good and sufficient reasons for his failure to 
report, he may be restored to the waiting register. But in the 
absence of any such excuse his separation at the expiration of 
said thirty days shall be final. 

Waiving of an original certification or of a reinstatement, 
whether continuous or otherwise, shall not be permitted for a 
period longer than one year. At the expiration of said one year 
the name shall be dropped from the eligible list. 

An eligible who has waived a certification to a position for 
which he did not take the examination, shall be re-certified to a 
position for which he did take examination when a vacancy 
occurs without being compelled to withdraw his waiver, and a 
waiver in said instance shall not operate to remove him from the 
eligible register. 

Sec. 4. Beport from Department. Whenever the name of 
an eligible has been certified by the Commission, the head of 
the department to which the name of the eligible has been sent 
must report to said Commission within five days from the time 
of certification whether such person has been put to work, and 
if not, to give reasons therefor in writing. In case such report 
is not made within the specified time, the person holding the 
position for which the eligible has been certified, shall be 
marked on the books of the Commission as not entitled to pay 
from the City after the date of such certification. 

Sec. 5. Completion of Certifieation. No certification shall 
be considered complete until after the lapse of five days from 
the date thereof, and if for any reason a certification is returned 
as not needed then the party so certified and returned shall be 
recertified against the one next below him on the eligible reg- 
ister if in the meantime such lower eligible has been certified. 

Sec. 6. Duties Bather Than Name to Be Considered. In cer- 
tifying to requisitions, the duties of the position to be filled, 
rather than the name by which it is called, shall be considered, 
and it shall be the duty of the Commission to inquire into the 
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requirements of the position for which a requisition has been 
made and to certify from that list of eligibles which shall, in its 
judgment, nearest conform to the requirements of the position 
to be filled. 

Sec. 7. CertificatioiL from Hore than One Begister. An 
employe of the Official or Skilled-Labor Service, who leaves a 
position for the purpose of accepting employment by certifica- 
tion from another eligible register, shall be permanently sep- 
arated from the register from which he was before certified. 
This shall not apply to the common labor service. 

Rule VI. 

APPOINTMENT. 

Section i. Vacancies, How Filled. Vacancies in the Classi- 
fied Service, if not filled by promotion or transfer, shall be filled 
by requisition and certification as provided in Rule V. The 
appointment shall be on probation for a period of six months. At 
the end of this period, if the conduct and capacity of the person 
appointed have been satisf^tory, the appointment shall be deemed 
complete, but the appointing officer may complete the appoint- 
ment at any time after the expiration of two months, by certify- 
ing such completion to the Commission. 

Sec. 2. Inoompetent Frobationen. If any probationer 
shall, upon a fair trial, be found incompetent or disqualified for 
the performance of the duties of the position he is filling, the 
appointing officer shall certify the same in writing to the 
Commission. Upon the approval of the Commission such pro- 
bationer shall be dropped from the service. 

Sec. 3. Bestoration to Begister of Eligibles. Should the 
work for which a probationer has been certified prove tempo- 
rary, and he be laid off without fault or delinquency on his part 
before his tinje of probation is completed, his name shall be re- 
stored to its proper position upon the register of eligibles and 
the term he has served shall be credited to him on his pro- 
bationary period. 

Sec. 4. Assignmeitt to Duty. All persons appointed to, or 
promoted in the Classified Service, shall be assigned to and 
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perform the duties of the position to which appointed or pro- 
moted. In case of exigency an employe may be temporarily 
assigned without extra pay to other than his regular duties. 
But no such assignment shall be for a period of more than ten 
days without the consent in writing of the Commission thereto. 

• 

Sec. 5. Annexation of New Territory. Upon the annexa- 
tion of any territory to the City of Chicago, persons then in the 
regular employment of the municipal government or school 
authorities which theretofore exercised jurisdiction over the 
territory so annexed, performing public service within such an- 
nexed territory, shall be eligible for temporary appointment 
to positions like those they held respectively, such temporary 
appointment to remain in force not exceeding sixty days, and 
until regular appoii^tments can be made under the provisions of 
the Civil Service law, from eligible registers resulting from ex- 
aminations in which citizens of such annexed territory have an 
opportunity to participate. 

Rule VII. 

PROMOTION. 

Section i. Method of PromotioiL. a. Promotions in the 
Classified Service shall be based on ascertained merit and seniority 
of service, and shall be from rank to rank or grade to grade (ex- 
cept as otherwise provided in this rule), in the same line or char- 
acter of work to be determined by the Commissi(Mi, and shall be 
made upon voluntary, competitive examination. 

b. Promotion examinations shall be held for all positions 
above the lowest within divisions, departments or bureaus, jointly 
or singly, wherever the next lower rank or grade shall be consti- 
tuted of at least two eligible persons, and competition in such 
examinations shall be limited to the members of such next lower 
rank or grade (represented in that portion of the service within 
which examination is being held) ; provided, however, that if 
there are no two persons in the next lower rank or grade, or, 
provided, that two or more candidates fail to register for said 
examination, or if all persons in the next lower rank or grade fail 
in any promotion examination, then the Commission may admit 
to said promotion examination all persons in the second lower 
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rank or grade, and all applicants who reach the minimum general 
average provided in Section 8, of Rule VII, shall be placed on an 
eligible register for promotion. 

c. If in said promotion examination no two eligible persons 
submit themselves to such examination, or if no applicant shall 
pass such examination, then an original examination, public, com- 
petitive, and free to all persons in the Classified Service and to all 
citizens of the United States (subject, however, to the provisions 
of Rules III, X and XI) shall be held, due publication being first 
made. 

d. From such original examinations an eligible list shall 
be made as provided in these rules, but if, after six months from 
the holding of such examination, any requisition shall be re- 
ceived to fill a vacancy in any position covered by such original 
examination and there shall then be persons competent and de- 
sirous of taking a promotion examination for such position,, 
then such a promotion examination shall be held as hereinbe- 
fore provided, and if any person, or persons, shall qualify for 
the position for which certification is to be made, upon such 
promotion examination, such person, or persons, shall be cer- 
tified for the promotion, but if no person shall qualify upon such 
promotion examination, certification shall be made from the 
eligible list obtained upon said original examination. 
Temporary appointments, not exceeding the limit provided by 
law, may be granted to fill vacancies pending the completion of 
such promotion examination. 

e. The eligible lists, obtained from such original and 
promotion examinations, respectively, shall be retained for two 
years, and until a new list or lists are obtained, certifications 
therefrom to be first from the promotion list, and, when that 
is exhausted, then from the original list. 

Sec. 2. Board of PromotioiL. Boards of promotion may be 
appointed by the Commission wherever they deem best. Each 
Board shall consist of not less, than three members not all of 
whom shall be of the same political party. The Commission 
may, from time to time, change the membership of such Boards,, 
or the Commission may act in .the place of such a Board. 
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Sec. 3. Butiei of Boards of FromotioiL. Whenever request- 
ed by the Commission, it shall be the duty of such Boards, under 
the supervision of the Commission, to prepare and mark, or to 
assist the Commission, or the other examiners in preparing and 
marking the papers for promotion examinations, and to per- 
form such other appropriate duties in connection therewith as 
may be assigned to them by the Commission. 

Sec. 4. Applications and Notices. Applications must be 
recorded by the applicant in person in a book provided for that 
purpose in the office of the Commission, at least three whole 
days before the date fixed for the examination. 

Notice of examinations for promotion will be published as 
the law directs, and notice will also be posted in the office of 
the Commission and in the office of the department or bureau 
in which the promotions are to be made, giving date and char- 
acter of examinations and defining who are eligible to take 
the same. 

Sec. 5. !fime of Service. No person shall be examined for 
promotion from any grade in the Classified Service until he 
has served at least one year in such grade, and no person shall 
be examined for promotion to the rank of lieutenant in Division 
F (Fire Department) until he shall have served at least four 
years as a member of the department, and the year of such 
service immediately preceding the examination shall have been 
as a pipeman or truckman. 

Sec. 6. Character of Exawi nations. The examinations for 
promotion shall be practical in character and shall consist of 
the same subjects and weights as hereinbefore provided for origi- 
nal examinations for the same positions,(except that in examina- 
tions in Division D (Police Service) and Division F (Fire Serv- 
ice), the weight of the subject of physical qualifications shall be 
fixed by the Commission) but the subject of efficiency shall be 
substituted for experience and the weights of the subjects of 
technical knowledge or duties and efficiency shall each have a 
weight equivalent to at least one-half the sum of the weights of 
all other subjects; seniority of service shall also receive credit 
according to Section 7 of this rule. 
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Practical tests may be given in addition to the subjects 
hereinbefore mentioned in any examination in the discretion of 
the Commission or Examining Board. 

The Commission or Examining Board may in any exami- 
nation add other subjects to those hertinbefore designated and 
shall fix the weights and values in the same. 

Sec. 7. Credit, How Oiyen. In all examinations for pro- 
motion, the length of previous service and the efficiency of the 
applicant shall be given due weight. The credit to be given for 
efficiency will depend upon the manner in which the records 
showing the same have been kept in the office in which the ap- 
plicant has served. If so kept as to faithfully show a record of 
his punctuality, industry and meritorious conduct high credit will 
be given such records. The marks for efficiency to be used in 
determining the general average of competitors in promotion 
examinations will be the general averages of the marks shown 
by the records, or given to the records, or other evidences of 
efficiency, by the Commission or Board of Promotion or Exam- 
iners, for the six months next preceding the examination. 

The credits given to efficiency in the Police and Fire De- 
partments, shall consist of the balance after deducting the de- 
merits shown in the records of the Trial Board, such demerits 
to be valued by the Commission or Board of Promotion or 
Examiners. 

Credit in the subject of seniority shall be given as follows : 3 
for each full year of the first ten years of service; 2 for each of 
the next ten years, and i for each full subsequent year, whether 
such service has been continuous or not. In arriving at the gen- 
eral average the subject of seniority shall not be used as a 
divisor. 

• 

Sec. 8. Grading of Competiton. Each competitor shall be 
graded on a scale of 100, according to the general average de- 
termined by the markings, and no competitor who fails to attain 
a general average of 70 per centum of complete proficiency in 
the subjects of the examinations taken as a whole, and of such 
minimum mark as may be fixed by the Commission for any part 
thereof, shall be deemed eligible for promotion. 
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Sec. 9. Priority of CertificatioiL In certifying from the 
registers for promotion, when two or more eligibles have the 
same general average, preference in certification shall be given 
in the order of seniority of service. 

Sec. 10. Making of CertificatioiL. Upon requisition of an 
appointing officer the Commission shall certify the name of the 
person standing highest on the promotion eligible register, but 
in case there be more than one person on said register, then 
the Commission shall certify the g^oup standing highest on said 
register, (not including those who are ineligible to certification 
as in this section hereinafter provided,) said g^oup not to ex- 
ceed three in number, and from said group the appointing 
officer must appoint one for the promotion. No name shall be 
certified more than three times within any period of three con- 
secutive months. 

No person shall be certified from a promotion list who has, 
for one year next preceding the date of the certification, sep- 
arated himself from the service of the city, or who has been re- 
moved therefrom under charges, as provided in Rule VIII. 

Sec. II. System of Bank. In Division VD" and "F" (Police 
and Fire Departments), the rank and official designation, as 
established by ordinance or usage, may be recognized, and 
when promotions from rank to rank are not in conformity with 
the grading as herein established, the Commission may base 
examinations for promotion upon the system of rank as exist- 
ing, or as may be established by law in those two divisions. 



Rule VIII. 



REMOVAL. 



Section i. Bemovals, How Kade. Charges under Section 
twelve (12) of the Act, against any person holding an office or 
place of employment in the Classified Service of the City, may 
be filed by the appointing officer or head of the department in 
which the person against whom such charges are made is em- 
ployed. Such charges shall be investigated by or before the

Commission or by or before some officer or board appointed by 
the Commission to conduct such investigation. 

The Commission shall cause notice in writing to be person- 
ally served upon the accused or to be mailed to him at his own 
address, as shown by the records in the office of the Commis- 
sion, stating the time (which shall not be less than five days 
after the service or mailing of such notice) and place, when and 
where such charges will be investigated, and shall give the 
accused an opportunity to be heard in his own defense at such 
investigation. 

When at such hearing the accused shall be found guilty and 
the nature of the offense does not, in the opinion of the Commis- 
sion (or office or board appointed by the Commission), warrant 
the removal of such person, the offending party may be punished 
by reprimand, by forfeiture of pay or suspension from duty, or 
both, but such forfeiture of pay and suspension shall not exceed 
thirty days. 

The findings and decision of the Commission (or of the 
officer or board so appointed by the Commission, when ap- 
proved by the Commission) shall be certified to the appointing 
officer or head of the department and shall be forthwith enforced 
by him. 

Charges may be filed under said Section twelve (12) against 
any one holding an office or place of employment in the classi- 
fied service of the city, by any person other than an appointing 
officer or head of a department, whereupon the Commission may 
in its discretion investigate such charges or cause the same to 
be investigated by some officer or board appointed by the Com- 
mission, and the findings and decision of the Commission (or of 
such officer or board appointed by the Commission, when ap- 
proved by the Commission) shall be certified to the appointing 
officer or head of the department and shall be forthwith enforced 
by such officer. 

Notice and opportunity to be heard shall be given the ac- 
cused in such cases as is required in cases of charges filed by 
the appointing officer or head of a department. Pending such 



- 
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investigations the appointing officer or head of a department 
may suspend the accused for a reasonable period not exceeding 
thirty (30) days. 

Nothing in this section shall be construed to require such 
charges or investigation in cases of laborers or persons having 
the custody of public money for the safe keeping of which an- 
other person has given bonds. 



Rule IX. 



REPORTS TO BE MADE. 



Section i. Appointiiig Officers to Beport. For the purpose 
of certification to the Comptroller for the payment of salaries, 
as required by Section 30 of said Act, and in order that the 
Commission may keep proper record of changes in the service, 
each appointing officer shall immediately report to the Com- 
mission, as required by Section 13 of said Act: 

a. Every probational or temporary appointment made by 
him. 

b. Every refusal or neglect to accept an appointment un- 
der him by a person who has been duly certified. 

c. Every change in the compensation of any officer or 
employe serving under him. 

d. Every suspension and reinstatement made by him of 
any officer or employe. 

e. Every separation from the service under him, and 
whether the separation was caused by dismissal, resignation, or 
death, or any other cause. 

Sec. 2. Change or Abolition of Office or Compeniation. 
When any office or place of employment is created or abol- 
ished, or the compensation attached thereto altered, the officer 
or board making such change shall immediately report it, in 
writing, to the Commission. 
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Sec. 3. Civil List. A list to be known as the Civil List of 
the City of Chicago shall be kept in the office of the Commis^ 
sion, to contain the name of every person employed in, or re- 
ceiving compensation in, the Qassified Service. The list shall 
show respecting every officer and employe: The title of his 
office, the time he has held such office, the time he has been 
in the service of the City of Chicago, and the places in that 
service he has filled. 



Sec. 4. Payxnents of Salaries. As provided in Section 31 
of said Act, no payment in compensation for services rendered, 
after the taking effect of these rules, can be made by the City, 
or any of its officers, to a person holding a position in the 
Classified Service until it appears either that he was employed 
in such position before these rules took effect, or that he. has 
been employed under the provisions of the same, and is hold- 
ing his position in accordance therewith. 



Rule X. 



POLICE DEPARTMENT. 



Section i. Original Appointment. All original appoint- 
ments on the police force shall be as second-class patrolmen. 
Every applicant for the uniformed police force, in addition to 
the requirements specified in Section i of Rule III, must at the 
time of such examination be between twenty-one and thirty-five 
years of age, not less than five feet seven inches in height (in 
his bare feet), and of a weight which shall fall within the lim- 
its below prescribed, and have a quiescent chest measurement of 
not less than the figures given below. Provided, however, that 
applicants who have had previous experience in said department, 
and who were separated therefrom without fault or delinquency 
on their part, may deduct from their actual age one year for 
every full year's service in said department, whether such service 
has been continuous or not, but no such applicant shall be admit- 
ted to any examination for patrolman if his actual age exceeds 
fifty years.

In order to maintain discip- 
line and promote efficiency in the Police Department, the Po- 
lice Trial Board Committee may, after having heard the officer 
concerned in his own defense, reduce in rank to the extent 
of one grade, any officer in the Police Department. Such action 
shall be reported in writing to the Civil Service Commission, 
together with the reasons therefor and the evidence upon which 
it is based; and if such action is approved in writing by the 
Commission the reduction shall be final, not otherwise. An 
officer so reduced in rank shalf not be restored except by gen- 
eral promotional examination. 
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Rule XL 



FIRE DEPARTMENT. 



Section i. All original appointments to the uniformed 
force of the Fire Department shall be made to the lowest grade in 
the several branches of said service, and advancement to the higher 
grades shall fee by promotion, in accordance with the provisions 
of Rule VII. Every applicant, in addition to the requirements 
specified in Rule III must, at the time of the examination, be 
between the ages of twenty-one and thirty-three years (except as 
to marine pilots of fire-boats, whose age must not exceed forty 
years), not less than five feet seven inches in height (in bare feet), 
and his weight and circumference of chest must be in accordance 
with the following table, provided, however, that applicants who 
have had previous experience in said department, and who were 
separated therefrom without fault or delinquency on their part, 
may deduct from their actual age any time not exceeding five 
years, during which they have continuously served in said depart- 
ment. 

In the examination for marine pilots for fire-boats the Fire 
Schedule as to height and weight may be waived.

Rule XII. 

TRANSFERS. 

Section i. Within the Same Department Division or Orade. 
Temporary transfers, for a period not exceeding thirty days, 
of persons from one position to another position in the same 
grade and same division of the service, and within the same de- 
partment, may be made by the head of the department without 
notice to the Commission. Where such transfer is intended to 
be permanent, and the name thereafter to appear on a different 
pay-roll, then notice must be sent to the Commission, that 
entry of the same may be made upon its records, and its con- 
sent in writing obtained therefor. 

Sec. 2. To Another Division in Same Department. Trans- 
fers, without examination, of persons from one division of the 
service to another division, but in the same grade and within 
the same department, may be made by the head of the depart- 
ment, upon giving due notice of the same to the Commission, 
and obtaining its consent in writing thereto. But no such 
transfer shall be made if there be eligibles for reinstatement or 
certification on an eligible register for the position to which 
transfer is requested. 

Sec. 3. To a Similar Position in Another Department. 

Transfers, without examination, from a position in one depart- 
ment to a similar position in another department may be made 
on obtaining the consent in writing of the head of the depart- 
ment from which the transfer is desired, the request in writing 
of the head of the department to which such transfer is to be 
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made» and the approval of the Commission in writing; pro- 
vided, however, that such transfer must be within the same 
grade and division of the service. 



Rule XIIL 

reinstatement and separation. 

Section i. Hethod of Seinstateiiieiit. Whenever a vacancy 
occurs in any department of the Classified Service the Commis- 
sion shall, before any new certification is made from an eligible 
register reinstate in the same class, division and grade in which 
he was formerly employed, any person who has been appointed 
under its rules and after examination and who has been tem- 
porarily separated from the classified service, and his seniority of 
service shall be governed by the date of his original appointment ; 
subject, however, to Rules V and XIV as to waivers and leave of 
absence. 

Sec. 2. Holdovers . The appointing officer has the right, in 
the Classified Service, to temporarily separate holdovers. Such 
holdover to be subject to reinstatement upon requisition from 
the appointing officer, at the discretion of the Commission, in the 
same position, division and grade from which separated. In no 
case, however, is a holdover subject to reinstatement if his sep- 
aration has been continuous for a period of one year or more. 

Sec. 3. Order of SeparatioiLB and Beinstatements . When- 
ever, for lack of work or lack of funds or other necessary cause, 
it becomes necessary in any bureau to reduce the force in any 
emplojonent within the Classified Service, the person last certi- 
fied for such employment to such bureau from an eligible regis- 
ter shall be laid off first. When it is desired to increase the 
force in any bureau or department for any employment within 
the Classified Service, all eligibles then remaining upon an eligi- 
ble register for such employment, and who are entitled to rein- 
statement at the time such increase is made shall be reinstated 
in the order of their original certification, regardless of the fact 
that such original certification may have been to another bureau 
or department than that in which the increase is made. 



72 CHICAGO CIVIL SERVICE. 

In case a certification is waived and appointment subse* 
quently accepted, the seniority of the eligible who has waived 
will, under this rule, date from the date of certification which 
resulted in the appointment and not from the date of the certifi- 
cations which have been waived. 

Sec. 4. Laborers. Class C. In the Labor Service, Class C, 
priority of certification shall be confined to wards and to each 
group in each ward, so that seniority of service shall confer no 
advantage over anybody except those in the same group and 
ward. No transfers or reinstatements from one group or dis- 
trict to another group or district shall be made if there be eligi- 
bles for reinstatement in the group or district to which transfer 
or reinstatement is requested, but after all the eligibles have been 
so reinstated, then transfers and reinstatements from one to an- 
other group or district may be made, even though there be eligi- 
bles for new certification; but the seniority of service of persons 
reinstated from one to another group or district shall be gov- 
erned by the date of such reinstatement and not by the origfinal 
certification, the benefit of which will be lost. 

hi case of transfer from one group or ward to another group 
or ward priority there shall be governed by the date of such 
transfer and not by the date of original appointment, the benefit 
of which will be lost by such transfer. 

*In case a laborer, who has been certified and appointed, moves 
from the ward from which certified, to another ward, and files a 
notice of said change, including his address, with the Commission, 
his seniority of service for reinstatement and separation in the 
ward to which he has moved will date from the day on which 
he files his change of address. 

In case a laborer who moves from the ward in which em- 
ployed, notifies his department of such change, his seniority of 
service in the ward to which he has moved will date from the 
day on which he notified his department. 

A laborer who has moved from one ward to another ward 
may regain his seniority in the ward from which he moved, pro- 
vided he returns to said ward within 30 days. 

A laborer who has not been certified and who moves from 
the ward in which he is eligible, may have his name transferred to 

*Ia effect on and after January 11, 1904. 
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the end of the same group in the ward to which he has moved 
by filing a written notice of his change of wards with the Com- 
mission. 

RULE XIV. 

GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

Section i. Sesignations . Any officer or employe in the 
Qassified Service who tenders his resignation to his superior 
officer shall not, after said resignation has been accepted by the 
head of the department and reported to this Commission, be al- 
lowed to withdraw said resignation or be reinstated, unless the 
application for such withdrawal is made within 30 days of the 
receipt of said report and only then upon the recommendation 
of the head of the department and the consent of this Commis- 
sion. 

Sec. 2. Seview of Papers. No examination papers and no 
examination shall be subject to review by anybody after the post- 
ing of the eligible list except that the Commission may correct 
mistakes committed by any examiners or members of a Board 
of Promotion, on the unanimous request of the examiners or 
members of Boards of Promotion then living in Chicago, who 
have marked the papers in which the mistake occurred; pro- 
vided, however, that no such correction shall be made after one 
year from the date of the posting of the eligible register in which 
the mistake occurred; and provided further that no person^ who 
has been certified from said eligible registers shall be disturbed 
by virtue of such correction. 

Sec. 3. Absence from Duty. Any officer or employe in 
the Qassified Service of the City, who shall absent himself from 
duty for the period of ten days without permission in writing 
from his superior officer, shall be considered as discharged from 
the service of the City. Such officer or employe may, within five 
days after such discharge, make an application in writing to this 
Commission for reinstatement, and the Commission shall there- 
upon give him a hearing and may grant said reinstatement, if it 
deems the same to be for the interest of the service. If said 
application for reinstatement is refused the discharge shall be 
final. 
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Sec. 4. Leave of Absence. Leave of absence may be granted 
by the head of a department, for a period not exceeding one year 
by making a report in writing within five days of such grant to 
this Commission. The person absent on leave may be reinstated 
to his former position at the expiration of his leave^ but if such 
absence on leave exceeds thirty days and in the case of sickness 
ninety days, and his position in the meantime has been filled, 
then he can only be reinstated when a bona fide vacancy exists^ 
and not then until all persons with older seniority on the regis- 
ter have been reinstated first. Failure to report at the expiration 
of a leave of absence shall drop the eligible from the register. 

Certification may be made to fill these temporary periods 
from the proper lists and the fact that the employment is for the 
purpose of filling a temporary vacancy shall be stated on the 
certification. 

Sec. 5. Emergenoy Appointments. To prevent the stoppage 
of public business or to meet extraordinary exigencies, the ap- 
pointing officer may, with the approval of the Commission, make 
a temporary appointment without requisition upon the Commis- 
sion; provided, however, that in no case shall such temporary 
employment continue for more than sixty days, and only until 
regular employment can be made under these rules. 

Sec. 6. Ex-Soldiers. Elig^bles who desire to be preferred 
for appointment under Section loj^ of the Civil Service Act 
must present to this Commission documents or discharge papers 
showing that they were honorably discharged from such military 
or naval service of the United States, as provided in said Section 
ioj4 ; whereupon the Commission will mark the name of said eli- 
gible as an "Ex-Soldier", and the preferment, as provided in said 
Section ioj4 will commence on the day of the presentation of the 
said document or discharge paper. 

An ex-soldier who takes more than one examination must 
present his discharge papers at each separate examination, and 
the fact that he states in his application that he is an ex-soldier 
will not in itself entitle him to preferment. 

When more than one ex-soldier participates in an examina- 
tion the one with the highest general average shall have prefer- 
ence in certification. 
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BUSINESS RULES. 

Bules of Order. Robert's Rules of Order shall guide the 
Commission in its deliberations. 

Order of Biuiness shall be Reading of Minutes, Report of 
Committees, Unfinished Business, New Business. 

Regular Meetings shall be held every McMiday, Wednesday 
and Triday at 2 p. m. 

Special Meetmgs may be held at any time, but no business 
transacted at such Special Meeting shall be binding upon the 
Commission until approved at a regular meeting. 

Postponement. At the request of any Commissioner any 
proposition or business coming before a regular or special 
meeting shall be postponed for one calendar week or less. 

Amendments. All proposed changes in the rules shall be 
spread upon the minutes and action on same postponed for a 
week. 

The Police Trial Board and the Fire Trial Board are con- 
stituted standing committees to investigate complaints against 
members of their respective departments and to render de- 
cisions, which said decisions, however, shall be subject to the 
approval, disapproval, modifications, enlargement or reversal 
of this Commission.

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COURT DECISIONS. 



JOHN A. STOTT v. THE QTY OF CHICAGO et al. 

Opinion filed October 26, 1903. Rehearing denied December 
4, 1903- 

1. OFFICERS. — Officer seeking to compel payment of 
compensation must show he holds de jure. An officer seeking 
to compel payment of compensation by mandamus must show 
that he is an officer de jure, and not merely an officer de facto. 

2. PLEADING. — When allegation of appointment to 
office is not sufficient. In a petition for mandamus to compel the 
reinstatement of petitioner's name upon the city pay-roll as a 
police patrolman, an allegation that petitioner "was duly ap- 
pointed to the office of police patrolman" is not sufficient to show 
such appointment. 

3. SAME. — Courts do not take judicial notice of ordi- 
nances. One relying upon a city ordinance as the authority for 
his appointment to office must allege and prove the same, since 
a city ordinance is not a public law of which the court will take 
judicial notice. 

4. SAME. — Party must allege facts showing his right to 
office. One whose right to relief depends upon his right to an 
office must allege facts from which courts may determine such 
right as a legal conclusion. 

5. ' SAME. — What must he alleged to bring petitioner 
within Ciznl Sennce Act. To bring within the Civil Service Act 
one petitioning for mandamus to compel the reinstatement of 
his name on the city pay-roll as police patrolman, the petitioner 
must show that the office of police patrolman is in the Classified 
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Service, and that it is not within the provisions of Section II of 
the act excluding certain officers from such service. 

6. SAME. — Demurrer is carried back to first defect of 
substance. On general demurrer the court will give judgment 
against the party whose pleading was first defective in substance, 
notwithstanding the defect in the pleading demurred to. 

Stott V. City of ChicagOj 98 111. App. 105, affirmed. 

APPEAL from the Appellate Court for the First District; 
heard in that court on appeal from the Superior Court of Cook 
County ; the Hon. AXEL CHYTRAUS, Judge, presiding. ' 

This is an appeal from a judgment of the Appellate Court 
affirming a judgment of the Superior Court of Cook County 
dismissing the petition of appellant praying for a writ of tnandch 
mus to the City of Chicago, the Mayor and Superintendent of 
Police thereof, respectively, commanding them to place peti- 
tioner's name upon the police pay-rolls of said City of Chicago, 
to the end that petitioner might draw the pay of a police patrol- 
man. 

On the 20th day of June, 1900, appellant filed his petition ' 
in the Superior Court of Cook County, in which it is alleged 
that the city of Chicago is organized under the general law 
relating to cities and villages; that Carter H. Harrison is, and 
ever since the month of April has txen, the mayor of said city; 
that from the 18th day of April, 1881, there has been, and still 
is, "an executive department" of the municipal government of 
said city of Chicago, "known as the department of police, which 
department was created by an ordinance of said city of Chicago, 
and by which ordinance said executive department was made to, 
and does, embrace the superintendent of police and secretary to 
said superintendent, one captain of police for each police district, 
and such number of lieutenants, detectives, sergeants and police 
patrolmen as has been or may be prescribed by ordinance" ; that 
by the ordinance creating said department there was created 
the office of superintendent of police, which by the provisions 
of said ordinance was to be filled by appointment by the mayor 
of said city, by and with the advice and consent of the city coun- 
cil of said city, on the first Monday of May, 1881, and bi-annu- 
ally thereafter; that Joseph Kipley was on the first Monday of 
May, 1897, duly appointed by the mayor of said city as such 
superintendent, and by reappointment has continued to be, and 
still is, such superintendent; that on the first day of December, 
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1890, petitioner was a citizen of the United States above the age 
of twenty-one years, and for more than two years had been a 
■continuous resident of the city of Chicago and was then a quali- 
fied elector of said city ; that he had never been a defaulter to the 
flaid city; that in the month of December, 1890, said petitioner 
was duly appointed to the office of police patrolman in the said 
•department of police in said city, and thereupon took the oath 
of office prescribed for such policemen to take, and at once 
entered upon his official duties as such police officer, and has held 
5aid office of police patrolman from thence hitherto; that peti- 
tioner still is a police patrolman of the city of Chicago, duly 
appointed and qualified and entitled to all the rights and privi- 
leges of said office ; that petitioner took the prescribed civil service 
•examination, which he passed as duly qualified for said office ; that 
by reason of such examination and prior military service, peti- 
tioner was entitled "to stand at the head of eligibles for appoint- 
ment upon the police force of said city" ; that on March 14, 1898, 
the superintendent of police of said city "arbitrarily, wrongfully 
and without legal excuse" caused petitioner's name to be dropped 
from the police pay-roll, and by reason thereof petitioner has 
since been unable to obtain payment of his salary as a police 
patrolman; that defendants, or some of them, claim that said 
action of the police superintendent was tantamount to a discharge 
of petitioner as a police patrolman, which the petitioner denies; 
that no charges were ever preferred against petitioner, no trial 
had, no report to the city council of such discharge by the mayor, 
nor were any reasons presented therefor by said mayor or other 
person ; that for nearly three years prior to March 14, 1898, peti- 
tioner was, from month to month, duly certified by the civil serv- 
ice commission upon the police pay-rolls of said city as a patrol- 
man entitled to pay, and payment was made from month to 
month; that various appropriations had been made for the pay- 
ment of police patrolmen, including petitioner. 

Pleas were filed, to which demurrers were sustained as to all 
except the third. Demurrer to the third plea was overruled and 
petitioner elected to stand by his demurrer, on which judgment 
was rendered dismissing the petition. The sufficiency of both the 
petition and the plea are, under the pleadings, presented for con- 
sideration. 

The principal averments of said plea were, that the petitioner 
had not been a police patrolman of the city of Chicago since 
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March 14, 1898; that on that date petitioner was "discharged by 
Joseph Kipley, superintendent of police of the said city of Chi- 
cagOf by and with the concurrence and assent of the said Carter 
H. Harrison, mayor of said city of Chicago, and the civil service 
commission of said city of Chicago" ; that he was discharged for 
the good of the service, and in the judgment of his superior 
officers he was an inefficient officer, and because of the insuffi- 
ciency of appropriations for the payment of the salaries of police 
patrolmen the discharge of some of them was necessary. The 
order under which it is claimed petitioner was discharged is as 

follows : 

City of Chicago, Department of Police. 

Joseph Kipley, Chief of Police. 
General Order No. 10. 

All patrolmen of the 21st, 22d, 23d, 24th, 27th, 28th, 29tfa 
and 30th precincts of the third division, not certified for appoint- 
ment by the civil service commission, are hereby discharged from 
the force, to take effect at 5 p. m. this date. All patrolmen 
affected by the above order will report at the office of the civil 
service commission for certification, in the following order: 21st, 
22d, 23d, 24th, 25th precincts at 5 p. m. ; 27th, 28th, 29th and 
30th precincts at 6 p. m. 

"Joseph Kipley, General Superintendent/' 

It is further averred that sections 1481 and 1482 of the Re* 
vised Code of Chicago, passed April 8, 1897, were in force 
March 14, 1898, and were as follows: 

"Sec. 1481. The superintendent shall have the management 
and control of all matters relating to the department, its officers 
and members. 

"Sec. 1482. Said superintendent shall have power to remove 
from the police force any police patrolman, and with the concur- 
rence of the mayor he may remove or reduce in rank any officer 
or member of said department." 

It is further averred that by the word "superintendent,'* 
contained in said sections, is meant the superintendent of police 
of the city of Chicago; that an act of the legislature entitled 
"An act to regulate the civil service of cities,** was adopted by 
the city of Chicago in the prescribed method, and became in 
force in said city in August, 1895 ; that all the police patrolmen of 
the police department of said city are civil service employees; 
that if petitioner is granted a writ of mandamtis restoring him to 
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the position of police patrolman he will crowd out and displace 
a civil service employee duly examined, certified and appointed.

Mr. JUSTICE RICKS delivered the opinion of the court : 

The position assumed by appellant in this case, as we under- 
stand it from^the brief and argument, is, that this application or 
petition is for the purpose of restoring him to the pay-rolls, his 
contention being that he is still a police patrolman of the city of 
Chicago and that his pay is illegally withheld. He alleges in his 
petition that in 1890 he was appointed to the office of police patrol- 
man, and served in that capacity and received his compensation 
thence to the 14th day of March, 1898, when, as he contends, 
without lawful authority his name was dropped from the pay- 
roll. He alleges further that the defendants claim that he was 
removed from office, but this he denies, and asserts that at that 
time the Civil Service act was in operation in the city of Chi- 
cago, and that he could not be removed from office except in 
compliance with that act, and that the plea interposed does not 
sufficiently show that he was removed in the manner pointed out 
by thaf'act, and that if that act be held not applicable to his case, 
then he could only be removed from office by the mayor, who was 
required by the statute to report his removal to the city council 
for its action, and if the city council should by a two-thirds vote 
of all its members authorized by law to be elected, by yeas and 
nays disapprove of such removal, he wQuld thereby become re- 
stored to his office ; that the plea fails to aver sufficiently that he 
was removed by the mayor or that the mayor ever reported his 
removal to the city council, and that therefore, in any event, his 
removal became ineffectual. 

The writ of mandamus, though no longer a prerogative writ, 
only becomes a writ of right when it shows upon its face that the 
petitioner has a clear right to the relief he seeks. (Swift v. 
Klein, 163 111. 269.) According to appellant's own contention, 
the main purpose of his application for the writ is to entitle him 
to receive or enforce the payment of his compensation. Although, 
as between himself and the public, he may be a rf<? fa<:to officer, 
and his official acts be given the force and virtue of the acts of an 
officer de jure, yet when the case is the assertion of his individual 
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right, based upon his official character, he is required to show 
that he is an officer de jure. (Home Ins. Co. v. Tiemey, 47 111. 
App. 600; People ex rel. v. Weber, 86 111. 283; Same v. Same, 
-89 id. 347 ; People v. Tierman, 30 Barb. 193 ; People v. Hopkin- 
son, I Denio, 574.) In People ex rel. v. Weber, 86 111. 283, it is 
said : "But it is said he was de facto such officer. We believe the 
rule to be, when one claims rights as an officer by virtue of his 
office he must show that he is legally entitled to act ; that he is an 
•officer de jure as well as de facto. The acts of the former are 
valid and effectual everywhere, for he is clothed with all the 
power and authority appertaining to the office, and his acts, 
within the limits of his authority, cannot be questioned anywhere. 
The acts of a de facto officer are valid only so far as the rights of 
the public, or of third persons having an interest in such acts, 
are involved. But such officer can claim nothing for himself." 

And in People v. Tiernan, supra, it is said : "Possession under 
color of title may well serve as a shield for defense, but cannot, 
as against the public, be converted into a weapon of attack to 
secure the fruits of usurpation and the incidents of the office." 
In People v. Hopkinson, supra, it is said: "Clearly he cannot 
recover fees or set up any right of property on the ground that 
he is an officer de facto unless he be also an officer de jure." 
"An officer de jure is one who is clothed with the full legal right 
and title to the office, — in other words, one who has been legally 
elected or appointed to an office, and who has qualified himself 
to exercise the duties thereof according to the mode prescribed 
by law." (23 Am. & Eng. Ency. of Law, 2d ed., 327.) 

In his petition appellant does not state how he was appointed 
to office or by whom ; but it is said that although he took the civil 
service examination and passed with a grade of 100 upon a scale 
of 100, and was entitled to be certified for admission to the classi- 
fied service under the Civil Service act, he was denied such cer- 
tification and was not in fact appointed under the Civil Service act. 
His contention is, that he was appointed in compliance with the 
provisions of the statute as found in the act "for the incorpora- 
tion of cities and villages." The office of policeman or police 
patrolman was unknown to the common law< and wherever such 
office exists it is the creation of statute law or the creation of 
municipal ordinances. The officers expressly provided for mu- 
nicipalities by statute are "a mayor, a city council, a city clerk, 
a city attorney, and a city treasurer." (Starr & Cur. Stat. 1896, 
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chap. 24, art. 6, sec. i.) Also by section 2 of articlie 6 of said act 
it is provided : "The city council may, in its discretion, from time 
to time, by ordinance passed by a vote of two-thirds of all the 
aldermen elected, provide for the election by the legal voters of 
the city, or the appointment by the mayor, with the approval of 
the city council, of a city collector, a city marshal, a city superin- 
tendent of streets, a corjporation counsel, a city comptroller, or 
any or either of them, and such other officers as may by said 
council be deemed necessary or expedient." Policemen and police 
patrolmen, not being specifically mentioned in the act, must come 
within the designation of "such other officers as may by said coun- 
cil be deemed necessary or expedient," and until the city council,, 
in the exercise of its discretion, passes an ordinance, by a two- 
thirds vote of all the aldermen elected, providing for such c^ce 
of policeman or police patrolman, and providing the manner in 
which it shall be filled, whether by election or appointment, it 
cannot be said any such office exists. If the city council does by 
ordinance provide for such an office, and also provides that the 
office shall be filled by appointment, then the appointment is con- 
trolled by section 3 of article 6, iupra, which provides: "All 
officers of any city, except where herein otherwise provided, shall 
be appointed by the mayor, * * * by and with the advice and 
consent of the city council." By section 4 of the same article all 
officers, whether elected or appointed, are required to take the oath 
therein prescribed, and all officers, except aldermen and trustees, 
are required, before entering upon the duties of their respective 
offices, to execute an official bond ; and by section 5 of the same 
article all officers elected or appointed, except the clerk, alder- 
men, mayor and trustees, are to be commissioned by warrant un- 
der the corporate seal, signed by the clerk and the mayor or 
presiding officer of the city. 

The petition in this case avers that in April, 1881, an execu- 
tive department of the municipal government of the city of Chi- 
cago, known as the department of police, was created by ordi- 
nance of said city, and that said department embraces the "super- 
intendent of police and secretary to said superintendent, one 
captain of police for each police district, and such number of lieu- 
tenants, detectives, sergeants and police patrolmen as have been 
or may be prescribed by ordinance." The petition also alleges 
that the ordinances creating the said office of superintendent of 
police provided that the same should be filled by appointment by

the mayor of said city, by and with the advice and consent of the 
city council, and that Joseph Kipley, superintendent of police, 
was duly appointed to that office on the first Monday of May, 
1897, 2i"d ^y reappointment continued to be, and still is, such 
superintendent. The petition then alleges "that on the first day 
of December, 1890, petitioner ws^s a citizen of the United States 
above the age of twenty-one years, and for more than two years 
has been a continuous resident of the city of Chicago, and was 
then a qualified elector of said city; that he had never been a 
defaulter to the said city ; that in the month of December, 1890, 
said petitioner was duly appointed to the office of police patrol- 
man of the said department of police in said city, and thereupon 
took the oath of office prescribed for said policemen to take and 
at once entered upon his official duties as such police officer, and 
has held such office of police patrolman from thence hitherto; 
that petitioner still is a police patrolman of said city of Chicago, 
duly appointed and qualified and entitled to all the rights and 
privileges of said c^ce." It is further averred that the pay-roll 
upon which petiticwier's name appeared was certified for pay- 
ment, and payment made up to March, 1898. Petitioner alleges 
no facts concerning his a(^)ointnient to office. It is nowhere 
alleged in the petition that the city council, either after or before 
creating the department of police, did, by ordinance passed by a 
two-thirds vote of all the aldermen elected" or "by ordinance duly 
passed," prescribe the number of police patrolmen, or for the 
election or appointment of any policeman or police patrolman 
that should be elected or appointed, or whether the said office 
should be filled by election or appointment. In the seeming im- 
material matter of the appointment of the superintendent of po- 
lice, appellant expressly alleges that his appointment was pro- 
vided for by ordinance, but as to the appointment of appellant, 
•o far as shown by any allegation in the petition, there appears 
no authoricy whatever. As we have said, if the appellant was 
appointed police patrolman it must have been under authority 
of some ordinance authorizing his appointment. Whatever may 
be the rule obtaining in municipal courts, there can be no ques- 
tiort but that the rule as applied to the general state courts is, 
that they will not take judicial notice of municipal ordinances, 
but such ordinances must be specially pleaded, where the action or 
the right to the relief sought is predicated upon such ordinances. 
**The general rule is, that State courts of general jurisdiction 
will not take judicial notice of municipal ordinances. A municipal 
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ordinance is not regarded in the light of a public law, of which the 
courts should take judicial notice, but the party relying thereon 
must allege and prove it as a matter of fact." 17 Am. & Eng. 
Ency. of Law (2d ed.), 937; 15 Ency. of PI. & Pr. 425; Illinois 
Central Railroad Co, v. Godfrey, 71 111. 500; Blanchard v. Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern RaUzoay Co,, 126 id. 416. 

Appellant contends, however, that the allegation in his peti- 
tion that he "was duly appointed to the office of police patrolman 
in the said department of police in said city, and thereupon took 
the oath of office prescribed for such policeman to take, and at 
once entered upon his official duties as such police officer, and has 
held such office of police patrolman from thence hitherto," is a 
sufficient allegation, and is the usual allegation adopted and ap* 
proved in such forms of procedure, and that by the use of the 
word "duly" there is implied in the allegation a sufficient aver- 
ment of the existence of passage of whatever ordinance is neces- 
sary. To this contention we cannot accede. If the office of police 
patrolman had been one provided by statute or some general law 
of which it was the duty of the court to take judicial notice, then 
there is authority for holding that the word "duly" means in a 
r^ular and legal manner, or as said in some of the cases, "in the 
proper way ; regularly ; according to law" ; but, as we have said, 
the courts of general jurisdiction of the State do not judicially 
know of any law except those laws of a general character and 
applicable generally to the municipality and the citizens" of the 
State, and to hold that by merely alleging that he was duly ap- 
pointed appellant has made such an allegation as authorizes him 
to offer any class of evidence that will tend to support his office, 
would simply be placing it within the power of appellant to de- 
termine for himself what was the legal manner of his appoint- 
ment, and to also plead the legal conclusion, without setting out 
the facts showing that he was legally appointed. It may be, if 
appellant were an officer of the city or of the county, whose elec- 
tion or appointment is expressly provided for by statute, that the 
allegation that he was duly appointed mieht be regarded as suffi- 
cient by the courts. We do not wish to be understood as laying 
down the rule that in such cases such an allegation would be 
sufficient where the de jure right of the officer was the essential 
basis of the action. The general rule, as we understand it, is, 
that where the question is one of office, the burden is upon the 
pleader to show his right to the office. He must plead the facts 
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from which the legal conclusion of that right may be drawn by 
the court, and not alone by the pleader. (Lavalle v. Soucy, 96 
111. 467 ; People ex rel. v, Toivn of Mount Morris, 145 id. 427 ; 
2 Spelling on Extraordinary Relief, sec. 1643.) "The word 
'duly,' when used in a complaint, is generally a conclusion of law. 
Denying that an act was duly done raises no issue." i Ency. of 
PI. & Pr. 807. 

In the case at bar, if appellees had traversed the allegation: 
of the petition and had denied that appellant was legally and 
duly appointed, we do not think such an allegation and denial 
would have formed an issue of fact to be tried by the court, but 
would have been a mere conclusion of the pleader. "Averments 
that certain transactions 'were unlawful, illegal or wroilgfur 
have been held to be mere conclusions of law, unless from the 
facts stated the unlawfulness, illegality, etc., appear. And so an 
allegation that a certain thing has been 'duly' given, executed or 
performed, is generally held to be only a legal conclusion." 12 
Ency. of PI. & Pr. 1033. 

The case of Beach v. King, 17 Wend. 197, would seem to be 
directly in point. In that case the plaintiff declared on the com- 
mon counts. The defendant pleaded that the plaintiff's right to 
the money mentioned in the declaration, if any, is as one of the 
next of kin of Nicholas Beach, deceased ; that he, the defendant, 
was duly appointed administrator of the goods, etc., of the said 
Nicholas Beach, and that the plaintiff had not, before the com- 
mencement of the suit, executed a bond with sufficient sureties to 
indemnify the defendant, and to refund, etc. Upon demurrer to 
the plea the court said: "The exceptions taken to the plea are: 
(i) It is not alleged that letters of administration were granted 
to the defendant nor any letters of administration brought into 
court; and (2) it does not appear by whom the defendant was 
appointed administrator nor whether he was appointed under the 
laws of this State. The defendant cannot be administrator unless 
letters of administration of the goods, chattels and credits of the 
intestate has been granted to him by one of the surrogates of this 
State. * * * The proper mode of pleading the fact is by a 
direct allegation that such letters were granted. The defendant 
has not pursued that course, but pleads that he was duly ap- 
pointed administrator. This allegation consists partly of matter 
of fact and partly of matter of law, and is not capable of trial. 
That the defendant was appointed administrator by somebody or 
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in some form is a question of fact ; but whether he was duly 
appointed or not is a question of daw* The defendant should 
have stated how he was appointed, aifd then the court could de-» 
termine its sufficiency upon demurrer, or if an issue to the con- 
trary were joined upon the fact of having obtained letters, the 
questicMi could be tried by jury." 

Nor are the allegations of the petition sufficient to bring ap- 
pellant within the protection of the Civil Service act. The only 
allegation concerning that act is, ''that on December 18, 1897, 
by order of the superintendent, petitioner took the civil service 
examination as to his qualifications as a police patrolman, which 
examination was taken under the civil service commission of the 
city of Chicago, which city had theretofore adopted the civil 
service act, so-called, and was then under said Civil Service 
act and governed thereby, upon which examination petitioner 
was passed as qualified, standing 100 upon a scale of 100; that 
petitioner was a soldier in the United States Volunteers during 
the war of 1861-65, and held at the time of such examination an 
honorable discharge; that by reason of said military service and 
discharge, and having passed said examination 100, petitioner was 
entitled, on report thereof, to stand at the head of eligibles for 
appointment on the police force of said city." There is also an 
allegation that the pay-roll was certified by the civil service com- 
mission from 189s to 1898. 

These are all the allegations relative to the Civil Service act; 
and it may well be doubted if there was a sufficient allegation that 
the act was even adopted by the city. But should it be conceded 
that the allegation is sufficient to show the adoption of the act, 
much more is required to show that appellant is brought within 
the provisions of that act. By section 3 of the act (Kurd's Stat 
1901, p. 365), to regulate the civil service of cities, it is provided: 
"Said commissioners shall classify all the offices and places of em- 
ployment in such city with reference to the examinations here- 
inafter provided for, except those offices and places mentioned in 
section 1 1 of this act. The offices and places so classified by the 
commission shall constitute the classified civil service of such city ; 
and no appointments to any of such offices or places shall be made 
except under and according to the rules hereinafter mentioned." 
Conceding that appellant was appointed to the office of police 
patrolman, it would still be necessary for him to show that the 
civil service commission had classified the offices, and that the 
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office held by him was placed in the classified service, and was 
not an office or place mentioned in section ii of the act. Section 
1 1 of the act provides : "Officers Who are elected by the pec^le, 
or who are elected by the city council pursuant to the city charter 
or. whose appointment is subject to confirmation by the city coun- 
cil, * * * shall not be included in such classified service." 
If, then, appellant was appointed by the mayor and confirmed 
by the city council, his office is one that is especially excepted 
from the operation of the Civil Service act; and if appellant's 
office was one not within the exception made by section ii, but 
was one to which the general provisions of the Civil Service act 
applied, then the allegations of his petition failed to bring him 
within section 12 of the act, which relates to removals, and pro- 
vides: **No officer or employee in the classified civil service of 
any city, who shall have been appointed under said rules and after 
said examination, shall be removed or discharged except for 
cause, upon written charges and after an opportunity to be heard 
in his own defense." In his petition he fails to allege that the 
civil service commission had classified the office, or had made 
rules to carry out the purposes of the act and for examinations, 
appointments and removals, as required by section 4 of the act, 
and wholly fails to show by his j>etition that he was in the classi- 
fied service, or that he had been appointed under any rules rela- 
tive to that service "after an examination," but, on the contrary, 
he shows that he was not appointed after an examination, but 
was removed after the examination and before the certification. 
We regard the petition in this case so lacking in substance that 
it was obnoxious to general demurrer. 

Upon such a petition can it be s«'«id that appellant has shown 
a clear right to have the thing sought by him done, and by the 
person or body sought to be coerced? Appellant demurred gen- 
erally and for substance to appellees* plea, and by such demurrer 
brought before the court not only the sufficiency of the plea, but 
of the petition also. "It is an established rule that upon the 
argument of a demurrer the court will, notwithstanding the de- 
fect of the pleading demurred to, give judgment against the 
party whose pleading was first defective in substance." (Cleve- 
land V. Skinner, 56 111. 500.) In Illinois Fire Ins. Co. v. Stanton, 
57 III- 354> i^ is said (p. 359) : "By the well-settled principles 
of pleading the demurrer would reach back to the first error in 
the pleadings, and the consequences of a defective pleading will 
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rest upon the party committing the first error, and the applicant 
cannot complain that a defective replication was allowed to 
stand to a defective plea. If the replication was bad the plea is 
also bad, and both would fall together." See, also, Barrow v. 
Window, 71 111. 214. 

Entertaining the views above expressed as to the petition in 
this case, and under the state of the pleadings, it would seem 
unnecessary to extend this opinion to a discussion of the merits of 
appellees' plea. 

We are urged by appellant to decide this case upon its merits, 
^nd the reason assigned is that the questions presented are im- 
portant as aifecting not only the rights and duties of the city, 
but other persons who claim rights under the Civil Service Act. 
It may be that the questions presented are of importance and 
should be settled by the courts. That matter can only be deter- 
mined when the questions are properly raised upon sufficient alle- 
gations in the petitions or pleas, that this court may have before it 
all the law and ordinances relative to the appointment and removal 
of officers, which must be considered together with the Civil 
Service Act. In the present case we are left to surmise the man- 
ner of appointment of the appellant. Whether he was appointed 
by the sup>erintendent of police or by the mayor is left as a mere 
matter of argument, and we are unwilling to assume the material 
facts that should be contained in the pleadings in order to express 
our opinion upon the questions that may arise under the Civil 
Service Act. 

The superior court of Cook county rendered a judgment 
against appellant upon the pleadings. This judgment was af- 
firmed by the Appellate Court, and we think properly ; hence the 
judgment of the Appellate Court is affirmed. 

Judgment affirmed.

- BE IT REMEMBERED, that afterward, to-wit, oh the' 26th 
day of October, 1903, the opinion of the court was filed in the 
words and figures following, to-wit : - 

Clarence E. Fish v. Lawrence E. McGann^ No. 3325, error to 
appeal from First District. . 

Docket No. 3125 — Agenda 18 — June, 1903. 
Clarence E. Fish v. Lawrence E. McGann. 

This is a petition for mandamus, filed by appellant in the 
circuit court of Cook county on April 3, 1902, against appellee, 
as comptroller of the city of Chicago, to compel the latter to re- 
instate petitioner in the position of chief clerk in the comptroller's 
office of the city. 

The petition sets up the adoption by the city of Chicago of the 
Civil Service act of 1895 in that year, and the appointment of 
civil service commissioners under and by virtue thereof; that in 
November, 1899, petitioner, after having passed an^ examination 
as required by law under the rules of said commissioners, was 
appointed as clerk in -the city collector's office, and was afterward 
transferred to the special assessment bureau, where he remained 
until November 8, 1900; that on or about February .20, 1901, he 
was appointed as a clerk in the city collector's office; which position 
he held until April i, 1901 ; that on July 10, 1901, he took an 
examination for the position of chief clerk in the comptroller's 
office, and was on or about February 13, 1902, appointed to that 
position, which he held until March 31, 1902; that on March 31, 
1902, without the consent of the commission, without the filing 
of written charges against him, without any opportunity to de- 
fend, and without any investigation before said commission or 
before any board appointed by it to conduct any such investiga- 
•tion, he was discharged by the comptroller. The answer of ap- 
pellee, respondent below, among other things, alleges : 

That on February 20, 1901, said petitioner was appointed 
to the position of clerk in the city collector's office ; that he was 
employed in said position until April, 1901 ; that he was laid 
off on or about April i, 1901, and was tendered reinstatement 
on or about June 26, 190 1 ; that he declined and refused to be 
reinstated and waived his right to reinstatement on or about 
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June 26, 1901 ; that his waiver of his right to rein- 
statement in said position was duly accepted on or about the day 
last mentioned ; that on July 10, 1901, an exatnination was held 
for chief clerk in the cc>mpt roller's office of the city of Chicago; 
that said examination was an open examination and was not a 
promotional one; that petitioner took said examination, and 
passed the same, and was certified to the position of chief clerk 
in the comptroller- s office of the city on January 28, Ip02, and 
was appointed to said position on February 13, 1902. 

The answer further alleges as follows: "This respondent 
further says that sa^ petitioner was^ appointed as. a probational 
appointee in accordance with section i of rule 6 of the civil service 
rules, which is as follows : *The appointment shall be pn proba- 
tion for a period of six months. . At the end of this period, if the 
conduct and capacity of the person appointed have been satisfac- 
tory, the appointment shall be deemed complete, but the appoint- 
ing officer may complete the appointment at any time after the 
expiration of two months by certifying such completion to the 
commission/ 

» 

. "This respondent further answering says that the following 
rule was also duly adopted by the civil service commission, and 
is now in full force and effect, and was in full force and effect 
at the time of the last mentioned appointment of said petitioner: 
*If any probationer shall, upon fair trial, be found incompetent 
or disqualified for the performance of the duties of the position he 
is filling, the appointing officer shall certify the same in writing 
to the commission. Upon the approval of the commission such 
probationer shall be dropped from the service.* 

"This respondent further says that on March 31, 1902, in 
accordance with the civil service la^ and rules, and prior to the 
expiration of the period of probation of the said petitioner, he 
discharged the said petitioner upon assigning in writing his reason 
therefor to the said civil service cornmission; that said petitioner 
had a fair trial in the duties of chief clerk of the comptroller's 
office; that he was found incompetent and disqualified for the 
performance of the duties of the position ; that this respondent so 
certified in writing to the commission, and assigned in writing his 
reason for the discharge of said petitioner to said commission, and 
that said discharge was consented to and approved of by said com- 
mission on April 4, 1902, and said petitioner was duly notified of 
his discharge April 5, 1902, by said commission." 
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To this answer the petitioner filed a demurrer, both general 
and special, and upon hearing the circuit court overruled the de- 
murrer. The petitioner elected to stand by his demurrer, and 
thereupon the court rendered a judgment against him for costs. 
From that judgment appellant appealed to the Appellate Court for 
the First District, which court affirmed the judgment of the cir- 
cuit court. From the judgment of affirmance so entered by the 
Appellate Court this appeal is prosecuted by appellant. 

Mr. Justice Magruder delivered the opinion of the court : 

First — The petitioner claims that he was improperly dis- 
charged from the position of chief clerk in the comptroller's office 
of the city, upon the alleged ground that he could not be removed 
or discharged except for cause upon written charges, and after 
an opportunity to be heard in self-defense, and after an investi- 
gation of such charges by or before the civil service commission. 
In other words, appellant claims that section 12 of an "Act to 
regulate the civil service of cities," (i Starr & Curt. Ann. Stat. — 
2d ed. — chap. 24, par. 330, p. 829,) applies to his case. Section 
12 is in part as follows : **No officer or employe in the classified 
civil service of any city, who shall have been appointed under said 
rules and after said examination, shall be removed or discharged 
except for cause, upon written charges and after an opportunity 
to be heard in his own defense. Such charges shall be investigated 
by or before said civil service commission, or by or before some 
officer or board appointed by said commission to conduct such 
investigation." 

Section 10 of the Civil Service act provides as follows : *'The 
appointing officer shall notify said commission of each position to 
be filled separately, and shall fill such place by the appointment of 
the person certified to him by said commission therefor, which 
appointment shall be on probation for a period to be fixed by said 
rules. * * * At or before the expiration of the period of pro- 
bation the head of the department or office in which a candidate 
is employed may, by and with the consent of said commission, 
discharge him, upon assigning in writing his reason therefor to 
said commission. If he is not then discharged, his appointment 
shall be deemed complete." (Id. pp. 828, 829.) 

By the terms of sections 12 and 10, as above quoted, two 
cases of discharge are provided for. One applies to persons in the 
classified civil service, and the other applies to persons whose 
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appointment is on probation, or persons known as "probationers/' 
As section I2 appears to apply to persons in the classified civil 
service, it does not apply to appellant under the facts of the pres- 
ent case. The appointee, to whom section 12 applies, is not "in" 
the classified service until the probation period has expired by the 
running of the six months, or until the certification of the ap- 
pointing" officer prior to that time, as provided for by section i 
of rule 6 enacted by the commission. Section 4 of the act pro- 
vides that the commission shall make rules to carry out the pur- 
poses of the act, and for examinations, appointments and removals 
in accordance with its provisions. Section i of rule 6 is set forth 
in the statement preceding this opinion. Section 2 of rule 6, 
providing that "if any probationer shall, upon fair trial, be found 
incompetent/' etc., is also set forth in the statement preceding this 
opinion. 

The facts, fairly interpreted, show that appellant, when dis- 
charged, was a mere probationer, and not entitled to the hearing 
and investigation specified in section 12. This is so for the fol- 
lowing reasons : 

The case was heard in the court below upon demurrer to re- 
spondent's answer. The object of such hearing was to determine 
whether the well pleaded facts of the answer constituted grounds 
of defense to the petition. {Johnson v. Roberts, 102 111. 655.) 
A demurrer to a pleading admits the truth of the facts well plead- 
ed, though it does not admit the conclusions sought to be drawn 
from them by the pleader. {Compher v. People, 12 111. 290; Greig 
v., Russell, 115 id. 488; County of Christian v. Merrigan, 191 id. 
483.) Where, as is the case here, a demurrer is interposed to a 
pleading, which the court overrules, and the defendant elects to 
abide by the demurrer, the judgment thereupon entered is con- 
clusive of the facts confessed by the demurrer; and no proof of 
such facts is necessary other than that appearing upon the record. 
Tlie facts alleged in the pleading are, in such case, admitted of 
record by the judgment of the court upon the demurrer. {NispeL 
V. Laparle, 74 111. 306.) 

The answer of respondent, the present appellee, alleged that, 
after petitioner, the present appellant, was laid off on or about 
April I, 1 901, as a clerk in the city collectors office, he was ten- 
dered reinstatement on or about June 26, 1901, which he declined 
and refused to accept, and that his waiver was duly accepted on 
or about June 26, 1901. Appellant, by his demurrer, admitted the 
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truth of this allegation in the answer. Having thus declined and 
refused to accept reinstatement, he was thereby separated from the 
civil service, and could not claim any advantage from his prior 
employment by the city as clerk under civil service rules. The 
answer further alleges that, on July lo, 1901, appellant entered 
into an open — ^not a promotional — exartiination for the position of 
chief clerk in the comptroller's office, jmssed the examination, was 
certified to the position January 28, 1902, and was appointed 
February 13, 1902; and that he was appointed, as a probational 
appointee, in accordance with section i of rule 6 above referred to. 
By his demurrer to the answer, the appellant also admits the truth 
of this allegation. Upon the face of the record, therefore, he 
admits that he entered into an open, and not a promotional, ex- 
amination, and that he was appointed as a probational appointee 
in accordance with section i of rule 6. Consequently, his dis- 
charge is to be regarded as having occurred in pursuance of the 
provisions of section 10 of the Civil Service act, as already quoted, 
and of section i of rule 6, passed in pursuance of section 10. For 
the reasons thus stated, we are of the opinion that the first point 
made by the appellant, to the effect that he could only be dis- 
charged in pursuance of the terms of section 12, is not well taken. 

Second — Appellant, however, contends further that, even if 
the provisions of the statute and of the rules in regard to ap- 
pointees, serving on probation, apply to his case, yet that section 
I of rule 6 is invalid and void. It is insisted, as a conclusion from 
the contention that section i of rule 6 is invalid, that no proba- 
tional period has been fixed in accordance with the statute, and 
that, for this reason, no appointee can be discharged except under 
and in pursuance of section 12 of the act. 

Section 10 of the act provides that the "appointing officer 
shall notify said commission of each position to be filled separately, 
and shall fill such place by the appointment of the person certified 
to him by said commission therefor, which appointment shall be 
on probation for a period to be fixed by said rules.'* It is said 
that, under this provision of the statute, the period of probation 
is to be fixed by the civil service commission in their rules ; that 
they have no right to delegate the power thus to fix the period of 
probation ; that, by the terms of section i of rule 6, such power 
is delegated to the appointing officer, or the head of the department 
or office in which a candidate is employed; and that, for this 
reason, the rule is invalid. We do not think that there is any

delegation of the power, conferred upon the commission, to fix 
the period of probation. Section i of rule 6 fixes six months as 
the period of probation, and provides that, at the end of this 
period, the appointment shall be deemed complete, if the conduct 
and capacity of the person appointed have been satisfactory. 
While six months is fixed as the maximum period of probation, 
two months is fixed by section i of the rule as the minimum period 
of probation. Although the period of probation is fixed at six 
"months, yet section i of rule 6 provides that the appointing officer 
may complete the appointment at any time after the expiration of 
two months by certifying such completion to the commission. The 
object of having a period of probation is to determine whether the 
conduct and capacity of the person appointed are satisfactory, 
notwithstanding the fact that he has passed the required examina- 
tion, and his appointment has been certified by the commission 
to the appointing officer. If, after a period of two months, the 
appointee has demonstrated conclusively that his conduct and 
capacity are satisfactory, it would seem to be unnecessary to wait 
the full period of six months before completing the appointment. 
It would be impossible for the commission itself to test the capa- 
city of the person appointed by observing his conduct and super- 
vising his work. The duty of observing his conduct and testing 
his capacity, in order to determine whether both are satisfactory, 
properly devolves upon the officer under whom the appointee 
serves. The commission, in requiring the appointing officer to 
determine whether the appointee is capable of filling the position 
to which he is appointed, does not delegate to the appointing offi- 
cer the power to fix the period of probation, but merely requires 
him to aid the commission by determining whether the conduct 
and capacity of the appointee are satisfactory; and certifying the 
same to them. The appointing officer is required by section i 
of rule 6 to certify "such completion'' to the commission. That is, 
to certify to them w^hether, after havmg tested the capacity of the 
appointee for more than two months, he regards him as capable 
of filling the position. The commission may employ agents to do 
certain work without delegating its authority to fix a period of 
probation to such agents. 

It is a well settled doctrine that a legislative body cannot 
delegate its legislative authority; but it has often been decided 
that the legislature may authorize many things to be done by 
others, which it might properly do itself. (People v. Hoifman, 
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ii6 111. 587.) In Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Railroad Co, 
V. Jones, 149 111. 361, it was said that the legislature might 
authorize others to do things which it might properly, but could 
not conveniently or advantageously, do itself. In City of Chicago 
V. Stratton, 162 111. 494, it was said: "The legislature cannot 
delegate its power to make a law ; but it can make a law to dele- 
gate a power to determine som^ fact or state of things upoa 
which the law makes, or intends to make, its own action depend." 
Section 6 of the Civil Service act gives the civil service com- 
mission the control of all examinations of applicants for positions^ 
but at the same time authorizes the commission to designate a 
suitable number of persons to act as examiners. So, here, the 
rule fixes the period of probation, both as to its maximum and 
its minimum length, but provides that that period may be ab- 
breviated, in case the applicant demonstrates his capacity for the 
office within a time less than the maximum period fixed by the 
rule, and authorizes the appointing officer, to whom the name of 
the applicant has been certified, 10 determine the fact upon 
which the final action of the commission is to depend. The com- 
pletion of the appointment is not left to be effected by the ap- 
pointing officer alone, but he must certify such completion, that 
is to say, the fact of the capacity of the person appointed, to the 
civil service commission. 

We are of the opinion that there is no such delegation, by 
section i of rule 6, by the civil service commission, of its power 
to fix the period of probation to the appointing officer, as is con- 
demned by the cases referred to by appellant's counsel. The 
rule is not void as being the re-delegation of discretionary power. 

Third — It is furthermore claimed on the part of the appel- 
lant that, before he was discharged, the consent of the civil serv- 
ice commission should have been granted thereto, but that, after 
he was discharged by the city comptroller, the consent of the 
commission was obtained. There is much force in the position 
thus taken by the appellant. Section 10 of the Civil Service act 
provides that, "at or before the expiration of the period of proba- 
tion the head of the department or office, in which a candidate 
is employed, may, by and with the consent of said commission, 
discharge him upon assigning in writing his reason therefor to 
said commission." Clearly, under the terms of this statute, the 
head of the department or office must assign in writing his rea- 
sons for discharging an appointee, to the commission, and must 
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have the consent of the commission to such discharge before he 
actually makes the discharge. The allegation of the answer in 
regard to this matter is somewhat obscure. Looked at from one 
point of view, it would appear that the aj^llant was discharged 
on March 31, 1902, and that such discharge was consented to 
and approved of by the commission thereafter on April 4, 1902. 
But looked at from another point of view, the allegation may be 
regarded as so far sufficient as to justify the court in overruling 
the demurrer thereto. The allegations of the answer show that 
the petitioner was notified of his discharge on April 5, 1902, by 
the civil service commission. If the discharge was not perfected 
until he received such notification, then the consent of the com- 
mission to his discharge preceded the actual taking effect of the 
discharge. Moreover, the answer avers, that the appellee, the 
city comptroller, complied with all the requirements of the statute, 
and of the rules made in pursuance of the statute, in making the 
discharge. The answer avers that the appellee discharged the 
petitioner *''in accordance with the civil service law and rules." 
The civil service law required that the consent of the commis- 
sion should precede the discharge, and if the discharge was made 
in accordance with the civil service law, it was made in accord- 
ance with these requirements thereof. Section 2 of rule 6 pro- 
vides that. **if any probationer shall, upon fair trial, be /ound 
incompetent or disqualified for the performance of the duties 
of the position he is filling, the appointing officer shall certify the 
same in writing to the commission. Upon the approval of the 
commission such probationer shall be dropped from the service.*' 
The answer avers, that the appellee assigned in writing his rea- 
son for the discharge to the civil service commission. It also 
alleges that appellant had a fair trial in the duties of chief clerk 
of the comptroller's office and was found incompetent and dis- 
qualified for the performance of the duties of the position, and 
that appellee so certified in writing to the commission, and as- 
signed in writing his reasons for the discharge of appellant to 
the commission. All these allegations of the answer are admit- 
ted to be true by the demurrer filed thereto by the appellant. If 
they were true, appellee complied with the statute, and with the 
rules of the commission, in making the discharge. By the terms of 
section 2 of rule 6, the discharge could not be fully completed 
until the commission approved of it, because the rule says that 
"upon the approval of the commission, such probationer shall be 
dropped from the service." He is not properly dropped from 
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the service until the commission approves of the act of dropping 
him or discharging him. It is fairly inferable from the allega*- 
iions of the answer, that this 'approval by the commission, vvhich

itdok* place on April 4, 1902, preceded the actual dropping ojF the 
'Appellant from the service. M his discharge was complete on 
March 31, 1902, nt would seem to be unnecessary that he should 
have been notified of the same by the tibmriiission as late as 

» - * • 

April 5, 1962. - ' ' . ' . ;• . 

Appellant makes severe criticism upon the effects, which will 
follow from permitting the appointing officer or the head of the 
department or office, in which a candidate is employed, to.dis- 
charge a candidate in the manner specified in the statute and rules, 
although the discharge here under consideration is merely that of 
a probationer, or an appointee serving for a period of probation 
before the final completion of his appointment. Whether the 
provision of the statute is wise or not, the legislature in section 
10 has certainly conferred upon the head of the department or 
office, by and with the consent of the commission, the right to 
discharge such a probationer upon assigning in writing the rea- 
son therefor to the commission. If this provision of the statute 
is not wise, it is for the legislature to change it, and not for the 
courts to put upon it a different interpretation from that, which 
the plain meaning of the words employed justify. 

For the reasons above stated, we are of the opinion that, the 
circuit court properly overruled the demurrer to the answer. 
Accordingly, the judgment of the Appellate Court, affirming the 
judgment of the circuit court, is affirmed. 

Judgment afKrmed.

Education : 

December 30, 1902. 

To the Honorable, the Civil Service 
Commission, City of Chicago. 
Dear Sirs: I have your favor of the 
24th ult., in which you ask whether 
certain employes of the Board of Edu- 
cation, who are known as "Assistant 
Superintendents," come within the terms 
of the Civil Service Act so as to re- 
quire appointment from eligible lists to 
be prepared by the Commission under 
the law. You' enclose a letter to the 
Commission from Mr. Cooley, Superin- 
tendent of Schools, stating the duties 
of these employes. 

All the employes of the Board of Ed- 
ucation are under the Civil Service Act 
except those who are exempted by the 
provisions of. Section 11 of the Act: 
that is to say, "members of any Board 
of Education, the Superintendent and 
teachers of schools." This is the ex- 
press decision of the Supreme Court in 
the case of the People ex rel. vs. Brenan, 
176 111., 631. 

The only question, therefore, is 
whether the Assistant Superintendents 
of Schools come within the exemptions 
of Section 11. The phrase "members of 
any Board of Education" refers only to 
the members of the governing body, 
who, in this city, are appointed by the 
Mayor with the consent of the Council. 

The mere fact that these employes are 
called "Assistant Superintendents" 
would not prevent them from coming 
under the term "teachers of schools," 
if the facts so warranted, any more than 
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the designation ''Superintendent of High 
Schools" or "Principals" of other schools 
would prevent the holders of those posi- 
tions from coming within the term 
"teachers." The determining factor, of 
course, is the character of the duties of 
the position. If these duties arc edu- 
cational in their nature, if the incum- 
bent of the position of necessity must 
be a teacher, then the position is fairly 
entitled to come within the exemption 
of Section ii. Whether thpse facts 
exist in this case, is a question for the 
decision of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion.

Dear Sir: In reply to your request 
for an opinion whether the consulting 
engineer on intercepting sewers is with- 
in the classified service of the City so 
that he may be required to be certified 
from a list prepared by the Civil Service 
Commission, I have the honor to say 
that I am of the opinion that his services 
are of such special character that they 
are not meant to be included in the reg- 
ular classified service of the City. His 
services are merely temporary in their 
nature. They relate only to the con- 
struction of one particular and special 
piece of work, namely, the intercepting 
sewers. Upon the completion of that 
work, as I understand the facts, the 
employment of said consulting engineer 
will necessarily cease. He is not con- 
nected in any way with the regular work 
of the Bureau of Engineering. The em- 
ployment is not exclusive so as to pre- 
vent the consulting engineer from fol- 
lowing his own profession independent- 
ly of his said employment. 

It might have been more in accord- 
ance with the nature of the case to 
have had a contract between the City 
and the consulting engineer as is cus- 
tomary in cases where special services 
are to be rendered. Nevertheless, the 
fact that there is no such contract and 
that the consulting engineer is paid 
through a special monthly payroll is not 
material, inasmuch as it is not the meth- 
od of payment but the character of 
service and employment which deter- 
mines whether or not the person men- 
tioned is in the employment of the City 
within the meaning of the Civil Service 

Act.

Dear Sir — Permit us to acknowledge 
the receipt of yours of June 22d, in re of 
the case of the People ex rel Patrick 
Lane v. Lindblom et al., which was re- 
cently decided against the Commission. 

The Commission respectfully request 
that you appeal from the judgment of 
the Circuit Court as we do not think 
that the case was decided on its merits, 
and if allowed to stand the Commission 
would be in doubt as to their right in 
the future to examine into the state- 
ments of any of the applicants who see 
fit to apply for examination. The Com- 
mission is clearly of the opinion that 
Section 6 of the Civil Service Act gives 
them the right to fix the age at which 
candidates will be admitted to examina- 
tions. Section 4 of said Act provides 
that the Commission shall make rules for 
the purpose of carrying out said Act, in 
conformity to which Section 6 of Rule 
in was adopted to cover just such cases 
as the Lane case, and the Commission 
is of the opinion that they acted upon 
their rights when they discharged him. 

You are most earnestly requested to 
appeal the case, "as the issues of law 
involved are ones which it may be im- 
portant, from the standpoint of the Com- 
mission, to have decided."

The following report on the investiga- 
tion by the Commission of the Sanitary 
Bureau of the Health Department, was 
submitted to His Honor, the Mayor: 

Chicago, July 22^ 1903. 

Hon Carter H. Harrison, Mayor of 
Chicago : 

Dear Sir — Pursuant to your request of 
April 25, 1903, that we investigate the 
Sanitary Bureau of the Health Depart- 
ment, we herewith submit the results of 
said investigation together with our con- 
clusions.

Before entering upon said investiga- 
tion we extended an invitation through 
the press to the public in general to 
submit any complaints or facts which 
might be a proper subject of investiga- 
tion in connection with our inquiry. To 
this general invitation, however, there 
was no response, and all of the witnesses 
appearing before us were either directly 
connected with Hull House or were such 
persons as were brought before us 
through the efforts of the Hull House 
residents. The inquiry covered a pe- 
riod of over two months, so that there 
was ample time for bringing before the 
Commission any complaints or informa- 
tion within the knowledge of any person 
desiring to offer the same. 

' The investigation centered, first, about 
certain complaints made in regard to 
unsanitary conditions existing in the 
19th Ward of the city of Chicago. 

Secondly, about the methods by which 
the work of the Sanitary Bureau is con- 
ducted. 

COMPLAINTS AS TO UNSANI- 
TARY CONDITIONS. 

A large number of witnesses ap- 
peared before the Commission to testify 
with reference to unsanitary conditions 
in the igth Ward. Their testimony re- 
lated principally to revolting and flag- 
rant violations of the Health Ordinances 
which require the abolition of open 
privy vaults. Violations of other health 
ordinances and other unsanitary condi- 
tions were also complained of. Much 
evidence was heard on this subject, and 
while the testimony was sometimes con- 
flicting, it was plain that during the lat- 
ter part of 1902 and the early part of 
190:1, numerous complaints were made to 
the Health Departm^t which did not re- 
ceive such attention as was demanded by 
the character of said complaints. 

From maps and charts submitted to us 
it appears that the epidemic of typhoid 
fever during 1902 was particularly se- 
vere in the locality above mentioned. 



In view of this fact the laxity of .the 
Health Department in reference to these 
complaints seems most extraordinary. 

There was practically no complaint 
made or testified to during the investiga- 
tion of unsanitary conditions outside of 
the 19th Ward. 

METHODS OF THE SANITARY 
BUREAU. 

Under this heading the inquiry related 
principally : 

First, to the manner in which com- 
plaints as to unsanitary conditions are 
received and taken care of. 

Secondly, to the so-called "Stay 
Book." 

TREATMENT OF COMPLAINTS 
AS TO UNSANITARY CONDI- 
TIONS. 

The testimony showed that complaints 
made to the Department are not at the 
time they are received entered in any 
permanent record, but that they are dis- 
tributed in the boxes of the various in- 
spectors who then sort them over and 
reject such as they see fit to reject, 
making investigations of the balance. 
These latter are entered in a permanent 
record book. If a nuisance is discovered 
and investigated by the inspector, notice 
is served to abate the nuisance upon a 
printed form which demands full com- 
pliance with the ordinance. If the owner 
fails to comply with the notice, the case 
is turned over to the City Prosecuting 
Attorney for action, suit is begun and 
prosecuted for the violation of the ordi- 
nance. When the Health Department 
wishes to indicate in its record book 
that the case has been finally disposed of, 
it does not tell what was finally done, 
but simply uses a rubber stamp with 

the single word "abated." 
There are no sanitary maps of the 

older portion of the city so that the 

Health Department has only its books 

of record to determine the actual con- 
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dition of a given locality. It also ap« 
pears that when a complaint is turned 
over to an inspector and even after the 
same has heen entered in the record 
books of the Department, there is no 
system by which the work of the in- 
spector is supervised, and it is wholly 
within the discretion of the said in- 
spector whether the nuisance complained 
of is abated within six days or within 
six months, or whether it is abated at 
all. The whole matter seems to lie 
wholly within the judgment and discre- 
tion of the individual inspector. 

STAY BOOK. 

The Stay Book is a book kept by the 
Health Department for the purpose of 
showing cases in which further action 
on complaints has been stayed or further 
action on conviction in court has been 
stayed. Whenever complaint is made to 
the Department of a nuisance and some 
person is interested in gaining time in 
said matter, or whenever a conviction 
has been had for some violation of the 
Health Ordinances, and further action 
thereon is to be stopped, an order is en- 
tered in the Stay Book to stop proceed- 
ings in the particular case. It does not 
appear that there is any method or sys- 
tem by which the stay thus ordered is 
vacated and the inspector who may have 
had charge of the particular case di- 
rected to proceed in the matter, so that 
in most cases when a stay is ordered it 
is equivalent to a nullification of the 
complaint and no attention is paid to the 
nuisance until a new complaint is lodged 
with the Department. 

The Health Department claims that in 
many cases it is proper and expedient 
that people should be given time to abate 
a nuisance. This may or may not be 
true, but we feel that the methods of 
conducting the Stay Book and the in- 
fluences which plainly appear from the 
m«moranda contained therein are wholly 
improper. Such a discretion, if deemed . 
at all advisable, should be vested in some 
chief official in the department and then 



should be exercised only after most care- 
ful consideration. The evidence sub- 
mitted showed not only that quite a 
number of officials in the Health De- 
partment have this discretion to grant 
stays but that these officials act in most 
instances at the suggestion of persons 
wholly outside of and in no way con- 
nected with the department. 

EXPLANATIONS OF HEALTH 
DEPARTMENT. 

The Health Department in reply to 
the statements as to the unsanitary 
conditions existing in the igth and oth- 
er wards states: 

a. That the department is active but 

meets many difficulties in cases in which 

the ownership of property is in litiga- 
tion. 

b. That it would be a confiscation 
to force the owners of some of the poor- 
est property in the city to comply fully 
with the ordinances. 

c. That there are not sufficient in- 
spector-s to cover the work thoroughly. 

d. That the department is financially 
unable to enlarge the department and 
give it proper facilities. 

e. That if more prosecutions were to 
be entered upon the inspectors would be 
withdrawn from their regular work of 
inspection to appear in court to the detri- 
ment of the service. 

f. That the character of the tenants 
in certain parts of the city is such that 
sanitary plumbing would be of no great- 
er benefit than the present accommoda- 
tions afford. 

g. That the specific premises com- 
plained of in the Hull House pamphlet 
have been almost all property cared for 
by the Health Department at the present 
time. 

h. That the general methods of the 
Department, such as 4hey are, are a 
legacy from the past and that the De- 
partment has simply continued the prac- 
tices of its predecessors. 
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OUR CONCLUSIONS. 

We have given careful consideration 
to the testimony elicited by the inquiry 
and herewith present certain conclusions 
which have been drawn from the same, 
and first, it seems to us desirable to an- 
swer the explanations of the Depart- 
ment. The answers to these explana- 
tions will be designated by the letters 
originally used: 

a. The excuse that property is in liti- 
gation explains but a small fraction of 
cases and even then a nuisance could be 
summarily abated by the city itself un- 
der existing ordinances if the Depart- 
ment had funds for this purpose, which 
it claims it has not at the present time. 
If the city could act in this way, the 
ackftowledged owner could subsequently 
be compelled to pay. 

h. This argument is plausible but we 
believe unsound. The people who own the 
poorest property are not generally poor 
people. In most instances they are persons 
of ample means (as the testimony has 
shown), who could afford to make im- 
provements but who might not there- 
after receive a rental in return adequate 
to srive them such interest on their 
capital as they have been in the habit of 
receiving. But these are not matters 
which should have any weight with the 
Department of Health. Considerations 
of real estate values, the balancing of 
the public health as against private in- 
terests is not within the scope of its au- 
thority and is destructive of justice and 
government alike. 

c and d. There may not be inspec- 
tors enough to create a strong work- 
ing force, but we are concerned in se- 
curing the best results possible from the 
force at the command of the city. An 
increased appropriation might well be 
made for the Health Department when 
it has been demonstrated that the pres- 
ent force efficiently directed is insuffi- 
cient for the purposes at hand. In this 
connection we desire to call attention to 
the fact that the Sanitary Bureau of the 



Health Department has two classes of 
inspectors, namely sanitary inspectors 
and plumbing inspectors, whose work 
practically covers the same city terri- 
tory. If for instance complaint is made 
to the Department that in the extreme 
Northwest part of the city there is a 
violation of the ordinance from some 
defective plumbing, then the department 
will dispatch to said place a plumbing 
inspector. If at the same time there is 
also a complaint in the same street and 
the same block of the unsanitary condi- 
tion of a basement or a yard, then the 
Department will send a sanitary inspec- 
tor to look after the same. We see no 
reason why the Department should not 
select a force of inspectors who are 
competent to look after the plumbing 
and also the general unsanitary condi- 
tions, and in this way the efficiency of 
the Department would be considerably 
increased. 

e. This objection is not tenable as 
we will show more fully later on by 
pointing out the real seat of the diffi- 
culty. 

f. There can be no doubt that where 
a large part of the population is un- 
accustomed to such matters, there will 
be g^rcsit trouble experienced even where 
sanitary plumbing is installed. This, 
however, does not indicate that the au- 
thorities must surrender to such con- 
ditions. The laws and ordinances must 
stand, and in addition there is the obli- 
gation of conducting a process of edu- 
cation which will eventually result in a 
general acceptance of the best sanitary 
conditions. This argument, however, 
applies only to a portion of the cases. 

g. The claim that certain soecific 
cases have been properly cared for by 
the Health Department and the fact that 
much of this has been done since April 
I St, 1903, the approximate date of the 
publication of the City Homes Associa- 
tion Pamphlet, is worthy of commenda- 
tion as showing what the Health De- 
partment can do when aroused, but is 
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1K> explanation or Excuse for a long pe- 
riod of inaction. 

h. It is no explanation to say "we 
are doing as the people before us did." 
It is the duty of such an important city 
Department to study out and practice 
better methods. 

The conditions which have been indi- 
cated in this report lead to the con- 
clusion, first, that there is either an un- 
intelligent direction of this important 
work of the department or else that there 
is an intentional effort to leave the rec- 
ords in such an incomplete condition 
that it may be impossible to place the 
responsibility where it belongs. One or 
the other hypotheses must be adopted to 
account for the methods in vogue. 

Secondly, that the conditions which 
have been allowed to develop have de- 
mOralizied not only the official force of 
inspectors, but also the general public. 
Is it too much to expect that all com- 
plaints should immediately on receipt 
thereof be entered in a complaint book 
kept by a clerk responsible for their 
proper receipt and entry and that the 
record should show the various steps 
from the beginning to the end? If an 
open vault is to be merely cleaned the 
Department might so make" the entry. 
This would undoubtedly be done were it 
not for the fact that such an entry would 
show on its face that the Department 
had not done its full duty by abolishing 
the vault. The system by which some 
unknown final result is covered by the 
single word "abated" is entirely unsat- 
isfactory and offers too many opportuni- 
ties for the omission of duty to be per- 
formed. If some entry is to be made 
there is surely every reason for making 
an accurate and truthful one. 

Again, we believe that in many cases 
the inspectors themselves are responsible 
for the unsanitary conditions, either 
through their negligence or for some 
other reason. But in many cases where 
the inspectors have done their duty the 
methods of the Department thwart their 



effective work; Let us assume that an 
inspector has found an unsanitary ^y^ult 
and reported it; that. a conviction is had 
in court against the owner, who is there- 
upon fined for the maintenance of a 
nuisance; that at this stage influence is 
brought to bear upon the Department. 
The owner promises to and does actu- 
ally have the scavenger clean the vault* 
and the Department of Health thereupon 
remits his fine. The inspector then 
makes a report to the Department that 
the vault has only been cleaned and has 
not been abolished as required by ordi- 
nance. Would the making of a second 
report or the force of such a second re- 
port not be interfered with by the fact 
that the Department of Health had itself 
validated the existing condition by remit-, 
ting the fine, and that further activity 
on the part of the inspector might not be 
advisable? This is not a fancied case 
but appears to have been in line with 
the common practice of the Depart- 
ment. 

We are led irresistibly t6 thfe conclu- 
sion that in many cases the f'oot of the 
^vil is found in the mischievous policy 
of delay and concession as evidenced in 
its most characteristic form by the Stay 
Book. For this policy the head of the 
Department must be held responsible. 
In him is vested the power of continuing 
and creating policies relating to the work 
of his department. It will not do to 
say that these practices have been in- 
herited, for it is the duty of able and 
intelligent direction to change policies 
if they are objectionable. 

Let us see how the present policy 
works out : The Health Inspectors may 
do their work thoroughly only. to find 
out that outside influences will inter- 
vene to prevent the full enforcement of 
the law. Then there follows as a logi- 
cal result laxity on the part of the in- 
spectors who must gradually feel that 
they are not to enforce the ordinances 
in all cases, but only against those who 
have no influential person to intercede 
for them. They necessarily become 
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apathetic atid lose their sense of the im- 
portance of city ordinances, since they 
sec them violated by their own De- 
partment, often at the request of the 
very men who pass them. Is it then 
strange that a condition akin to paraly- 
sis pervades the Department? An in- 
spector may investigate a nuisance, dis- 
cover the owner, serve proper notices, 
testify at the prosecution, secure a con- 
viction, and then see a stay order en- 
tered, which by leaving the nuisance in 
existence renders useless his efforts, 
proves the time spent on the case wasted 
and makes it certain only that all the 
work must be done over again the next 
time it is necessary to clean the offend- 
ing vault. On the other hand a proper 
enforcement of the ordinances would 
render future complaints and prosecu- 
tions unnecessary. A department that 
can thus afford to waste the time oi its 
employes should not be allowed to argue 
that it is short handed. 

While the effect of such a policy is 
serious in the Health Department itself, 
it is even more serious when we consider 
tl^ieffect on the public. Property- 'own- 
ers have come .to appreciate l^at in- 
fluence may prevent a suit and will se- 
cure a remittance of any fine entered if 
the work is done or half done at any 
time. They thus have everything to. gain 
and nothing to lose in failing to obey 
the notices of the department. If they 
do nothing, the inspector may forget 
them. They may be willing to take a 
chance on a delay in the justice court. 
If the Department should remember 
them and finally prosecute, they can 
then do the work and secure a remit- 
tance of any fine entered. On the other 
hand it is clear that a rigid enforcement 
of the laws, vigorous prosecutions, fines 
collected in any event, would soon give 
vitality to notices which are at present 
held in contempt and would probably 
actually diminish the number of prose- 
cutions necessary. To us it seems plain 
that there is a direct relation between the 
present policy of the Health Department 



and the disregard of sanitary regulations 
prevailing in the city. The one follows 
the other. What is needed is a change 
of policy. 

At the conclusion of our investtg^tion 
we inspected the office facilities of the 
Bureau of Sam'tary Inspection, and we 
wish here to call particular attention to 
the inadequacy of the office at the dis- 
Dosal of this very important department 
of the city government. 

We also desire to say that during the 
investigation no evidence came to our 
knowledge or was offered or submitted 
to show that the negligence or laxity of 
the department or its employes was 
brought about or caused by bribery or 
corruption. 

From the pamphlet published by the 
City Homes Association it appears that 
since 1896 the Health Department has, 
under a city ordinance, been empowered 
to^abolish all nld-fashioned privy vaults 
within the limits of tjie city ;' that there 
are at the present time about 1300 of 
such vaults still in existence y that in the 
year 1902 there were 340 Jess vaults 
abolished than in the year 1901. No ex- 
planation was offered by the Health De- 
partment as to. why the ordinance has 
not been more rigidly enforced and why 
the number of vaults abolished was less 

in the year 1902 than in the year 1901.

We regret very much to be compelled 
to say that while the Health department 
itself called for this investigation :tlie 
Commission has at no time received 
from said Department that assistance in 
its investigation which it expected. CJn 
the contrary it has appeared to us that 
the attitude of the Department has been 
rather that of some on^ who is on trial 
and who for his own reasons had 
adopted a policy of obstruction. This 
hostile attitude culminated when in the 
course of the investigation and acting 
under legal advice, the employes of the 
Health Department refused to come be- 
fore the Commission. 

Impressed as we have been with the 
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importance of the task assigned to us, 
we have most carefully considered the 
testimony submitted to us at the inquiry. 
If there is any department of the city 
government which shqyld have the full 
confidence of the community, the Health 
Department is that Department. This 
great community must feel that the 
proper safeguards are being taken for 
the protection of the life and health of 
all the citizens. It is therefore of the 
greatest importance that the methods 
and policies of the Department of 
Health should be such as to gain the 
full confidence of the community and 
produce the best possible results.

ond lower rank or grade." so as to make 
paragraph "b" of Section i of Rule VII, 
when amended, read as follows: 

"b. Promotion examinations shall be 
held for all positions above the lowest 
within divisions, departments or bureaus, 
jointly or singly, wherever the next 
lower rank or grade shall be constituted 
of at least two eligible persons, and 
competition in such examinations shall 
be limited to the members of such next 
lower rank or grade (represented in 
that portion of the service within which 
examination is being held), provided, 
however, that if there are no two per- 
sons in the next lower rank or grade, or, 
provided, that two or more candidates 



fail to register for said examination, or 
if all persons in the next lower rank 
Ot* grade fail in any promotion examina- 
tion, then the Commission may admit to 
said promotion examination all persons 
in the second lower rank or grade, and 
all applicants who reach the minimum 
general averages provided in Section 8, 
of Rule VII, shall be placed on an eli- 
gible register for promotion." 

Also amend paragraph c of Rule VII 
by striking out all the first part of said 
paragraph down to and including the 
words ''desiring to," and substituting in 
place thereof the following: "if in said 
promotion examination no two eligible 
persons submit themselves to such ex- 
amination, or if no applicant shall pass 
such examination." Also strike out the 
word "immediately** in the last line of 
said paragraph, so as to make said para- 
graph "c," when amended, read as fol- 
lows : 

"c. If in said promotion examination 
no two eligible persons submit them- 
selves to such examination, or if no ap- 
plicant shall pass such examination, then 
an original examination, public, competi- 
tive, and free to all persons in the Classi- 
fied Service and to all citizens of the 
United States (subject, however, to the 
provisions of Rules III, X and XI), shall 
be held, due publication being first 
made."
